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MOI OPENS AFRICAN, CARIBBEAN, PACIFIC CONFERENCE

[Text] President Moi yesterday called on member States of the African, 
Caribbean and Pacific (ACP) and the European Economic Community (EEC) to 
be genuine in their partrership in order to emhance their economic progress. 


The President was of! -ially opening a joint ACP/EEC Council of Ministers 
meeting at the Kenya Conferemce Centre, Nairobi. 


He said the economic situation of some of the member States of the ACP 
‘148 precarious" and, unless special measures were taken within the general 
framework of the Lome II Convention, "their very existence is jeopardised." 


He said holding the Nairobi conference so soon after the signing of Lome 11 
presented a number of difficulties, He was, however, pleased that the 
difficulties were overcome since "we all recognise the importance of moving 
ahead promptly to review the implementation of Lome I and to chart the course 
of Lome II," 


The President said the seriousness of the situation for the ACP nations was 
a basic fact, He urged the delegates to find creative and innovative 
approaches to it, so that Lome II may realistically serve the interest of 
the two groups. 


He told the delegates that the task before them called for a spirit of 
co-operation, based on the principle of genuine partnership, 


"In developing this spirit, you must ask yourselves certain fundamental 
questions, including the meaning, the scope and the value of the relationship 
between the ACP States and the Commmnity,"” said President Moi, urging the 
delegates to examine "frankly and objectively" the benefits that were derived 
from the association. 


He said that when Lome I was signed, expectations "were very high indeed... 
However, while much has been achieved, there are areas in which progress is 
unacceptably slow," 











ie mentioned three such areas, The first and most important concerned the 
nature and che size of trade between the two groupe, The basic pattern 
continued to be the exchange of raw materiale from the ACP nations for the 
manufactured goods of the community, 


Economie progress for the ACP States required assistance in developing their 
industrial sectors, including access to markets in the developed countries, 
the President said, 


Ne eaid 4¢ wae disturbing that the content and structure of the ACP exporte 
to the ERC remained largely unchanged five years after the inauguration of 
Lome |, When Lome I was signed, the ACP nations enjoyed a healthy trade 
balance with the EEC, he noted, 


"The position at the end of the Convention was one of substantial deficit, 
In the long run, it will be trade and not aid that will be the acid test of 
our relationship,” the President stated. 


The second area of difficulty during the implementation of Lome I reflected 
the over-rigid application of the Convention, Too often, the spirit that 
moved “ue to establish our special relationship was forgotten," he observed, 


Too often, matters of great political importance and sensitivity to develop- 
ing countries were brushed aside or disposed of in a narrowly legalistic 
manner," he said, 


The firet, he added, was the cage of processed rice from Surinam, He said 
the small quantity of rice involved would in no way adversely disturb the 
EEC production of processed rice. 


The second example concerned Kenya and three others, He referred to the 
shortfalle for Kenya, Uganda, Congo and Surinam with regard to the applica- 
tion of the Sugar Protocol. 


It wae clear that the factors that led to non-delivery of the sugar were 
beyond their control, It was also clear that the sugar industry was of 
basic importance in the rural development strategies of those four countries, 
Mr. Moi told the Ministers. 


He regretted that in both examples, the EEC turned down the requests of the 
ACP States, basing their decision on rigid and narrow legal interpretation 
of the Convention, adding: "I am convinced that the potential negative 
efiecte within the Community were exaggerated."

ANGOLAN, OONGOLESE YOUTH SLGN COOPERATION AGREEMENT

[Excerpt] The Union of Congolese Socialist Youth (UJSC) delegation headed 
by Comrade Gabriel Ampoudou which paid a visit to Angola between 

7 and 10 April at the invitation of the first national secretary of the 
JMPLA [Youth Movement of the Popular Movement for the Liberation of 
Angola)-Party Youth, Capt Bomito de Sousa, left Luanda last night for 
Brazzaville following the signing of a joint statement and a protocol for 
a cooperation agreement by the two leaders of these African youth organi- 
zations. 


This cooperation agreement for the period 1980-1981 has as ite main goal 
the consolidation of the fruitful relations of friendship based on the 
fidelity of the two youth organizations to Marxist-Leninist principles and 
to the development of anti-imperialist solidarity with all revolutionary 
youth organizations throughout the world. 


In a joint statement signed by Capt Bornito de Sousa and Gabriel Ampoudou, 
firet secretary of the UJSC, who is a member of the Central Committee of 
the Congolese Labor Party and minister of youth, stressed the identical 
viewpoints on matters of common interest and international policy which 
were the subjects of profound analyeis. 


One of the problems taken up in detail was the present balance of rorces 

in the southern part of Africa, rather different from that seen prior to 
the defeat of Portuguese colonialism. Both parties expressed their concern 
about the attitude of the racist authorities in South Africa, who continue 
with their criminal attacks on the RPA [People's Republic of Angola] in an 
effort to prevent the advance of progress in national reconstruction and 
the eetablishment of a socialist society in Angola. They reconfirmed their 
solidarity with the Namibian people and condemned the deliberate violations, 
threate and challenges by the racists of the UN and OAU decisions, as well 
as the entire international community, which rejects the illegal occupation 
of Namibia. They hailed the efforts of the Angolans to provide definite 





aid to the Namibian liberation forces, congratulated the Zimbabwe Patriotic 
Front on ite victory, and aleo congratulated the people of the Sahara on 
the progress in their struggle and the Palestinian youth, under the leader- 
ship of the PLO, for their liberation activities. 


The two youth organizations aseerted their solidarity with the struggle of 
the Latin American workers against the fascist dictatorships on that con- 
tinent, condemned the intervention by the Western powers in the problems 
of Chad and urged all forces to respect the decisions of the OAU and the 
Lagos agreements. They further expressed their disappointment at the 
fact that only one contingent of Congolese armed forces went to Ndjamena 
to carry out the decision of the OAU ordering the formation of a neutral 
intra-African force to go to that country. 


The UJSC aad the JMPLA-Party Youth expressed the view that the conclusions 
of the Fifth Conference of the Pan-African Youth Movement held in Brazzaville 
will contribute to strengthening the unity of action of young Africans in 
the etruggle against imperialiem, neocolonialism, racism, regionalism and 
other forme of division.

During the inaugural trip, workers on the Zimbabwean side rushed to the bank 
to wave at the Zambians as the Makumbi passed near their side. 


Speaking to reporters who accompanied the team of Party and Government 
officials on the two-hour cruise, Mr Lisulo said he was happy that there was 
no longer tension on the Zambezi which had adversely affected the tourist 
industry. 


"It is a very momentous occasion to know that we are re-establishing our 
contacts with our brothers and sisters through tourism," he said. 


He said he hoped both Zambia and Zimbabwe would fully exploit the tourist 
potential of the Zambezi River.

BILATERAL KABIRA FISHING TALKS--Officials from the Lake Kariba Fisheries 
Research Institute of Zimbabwe will meet their Zambian counterparts in Kariba 
later this month to discuss methods of controlling commercial fishing on the 
lake, Although Zambia banned all fishing on the lake during the war years, 
the former Rhodesian Government, according to the Department of National Parks 
and Wild Life, “continued to stimulate and develop" commercial fishing during 
that time, But now, with the lifting of the Zambian ban on commercial fishing 
on the lake, there is the danger of kapenta and other stocks becoming exhausted. 
Zambia's permanent secretary in the Ministry of Lands and Natural Resources, 
Mr Basil Kabwe, says it will probably be necessary to impose quotas. A number 
of additional licences have recently been applied for from the Zimbabwean 
side. And this, according to the Ministry of Natural Resources, could indi- 
cate a growing interest in commercial fishing following the cessation of

COMMENTS ON IMPLICATIONS OF LRANIAN CRISIS

{[Editorial: “Iran: Carter's Threate") 


[Text] The world today is facing a tremendous threat of war, with the 
resurgence of the lranian-American crisis, provoked by the White House 
decision to pressure Iran to meet ite demands. 


This week President Carter announced the proposal to impose hareh sanctions 
on Iran because the latter government did not agree to take cus’ ody of the 
hostages in the American Embassy in Tehran. This was the pretext the 
Americans used to justify a “naval blockage" of that eastern country, not 
ruling out even direct military intervention. 


As the Iranian officials said, however, the hostage question is simply a 
emokescreen thrown up by the Carter administration to arouse nationalist 
passions among the American electorate, thue gaining the moral support for 
pure and simple aggression in that Near Eastern country. 


In fact, the issue ie a different one. At bottom, it is the profoundly 
anti-imperialist and anti-American nature of Iran's Islamic revolution iteelf. 
What we are seeing ie an attempt to eliminate this aberration in the system 
of international relations, an aberration that was created precisely by 
international capitaliem iteelf. When th.re is aggression, there is 
opposition. This is an objective law which the rulers in the White House 
deliberately choose to ignore. 


The powerful Lranian army was organized at the instigation of North American 
imperialiem, which sought to make it an i etrument of the despot Sheh Reza 
Pahlevi's police policy in the region. Now that army is turning ite "Made 
in U.S.A." artillery against the United States itself. 


And now? The White House has appealed to its European allies to join in 
undertaking to repress Iran. It appears, however, that the Old World powers 
are hardly disposed to answer Carter's appeal because they are convinced, 
they say, that applying sanctions against what wae once Persia would harm 
them more than it would harm Iran iteelf. In any event, what now? 
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With che announced (and already initiated) sanctions, the United States has 

too far to retreat without further damaging ite already weakened 
prestige,” especially with the elections at stake. How will Carter appear 
to the electorate with thie monkey on hie back? 


in any event, the situation continues to be grave. It ie world peace which 
ie threatened. Military intervention in Iran would have unpredictable 
consequences. If we look at ite geographic location, we see that Iran 
neighbore on Afghanistan and...the Soviet Union. 


Recent developments in Afghanistan, constantly beseiged by the imperialiet 
forces, led the Soviet Union to place a military contingent in that country, 
doing ite internationaliet duty to help break up the foci of tension. 


Situations change, and the shades of the political viéd@eitudes in each of 
them could aleo change. Nonetheless, it is still perfiment to know how 
Moscow would react to a battle waged on ite very doorstep, a battle which 
could be fierce, considering the importance of the forces involved. 


Here, certainly, it ie not the superficial and now hetkneyed considerations 
that will predominate, but geopolitical and strategic ifterests. 


On the other hand, what are the real intentions of Iréq, Whose troops are 
now on permanent alert on Iran's border? Whatever the legitimacy of Iraq's 
position (incidentally recognized ae militantly anti-imperialiest), the 
etrugg e againet imperialist hegemony calle for unity in the ranke of the 
progressive forces. a: 


The uprising of the Iranian people constitutes, to all intents and purposes, 
a hareh blow to international imperialiem. Actually, few events in the 
modern world have rivaled this courageous act of sovereignty. 


It ie the Iranian revolution, for all ite contradictions and paradoxes, 


which ie at etake. At issue is the balance of power in that part of the 
world.

USSR-ANGOLA COOPERATION COMMITTEE MEETINGS

[Text] Another session of the Soviet-Angolan Joint Commission met recently 
in Moscow, capital of the USSR, to examine questions of technical, ecientific, 
economic and trade cooperation between the two countries. 


As we reported earlier, our delegation was led by Comrade Roberto de Almeida, 
member of the party's Central Committee and minister of planning, and included 
other members of the Angolan government, namely Germano Gomes and Antonio 
Lamoes, vice ministers, respectively of agriculture and provincial coordi- 
nation, and Adolfo N'Sikalangu, secretary of state for cooperation.

TV PROGRAM INITIATES DOCUMENTARY SERIES ON SAVIMB1, UNITA

[Text] Tonight the Angolan People's Television (TPA) initiates the docu- 
mentary, “The Story of a Betrayal,’ the first in a series of short programs 
dealing with UNITA (National Union for the Total Independence of Angola], 
the counterrevolutionary puppet organization and its leader, the traitor, 
"Judas" Malheiro Savimbi. 


The film portrays the heroic Angolan people, led by their revolutionary 
vanguard, the MPLA [Popular Movement for the Liberation of Angola], which 
successfully carried on the armed struggle for national liberation and won 
victory after victory on every front. Early in the 1970s our people in 
arms had complete control of more than a third of the national territory, 
namely, the North, in Cabinda, in the Moxico and Kuando~-Kubango regions and, 
also, in a section of Lunde and Ble. The progress of the struggle was 
unequaled. It was stalwartly heading toward a final victory. The struggle 
was the hard-fought battle of an entire people united by the same ideal. 

By degrees, we won our independence, our right to be free, to be masters of 
our own fate. Everywhere, in the freed areas, new life was born: medical 
assistance for the people, production. We made a significant attempt at 
national reconstruction. We all threw ourselves with unbounded eagerness 
into the work. It was our regenerated country that we were building up with 
our own hands. 


The colonialists, imperialist agents, convinced that their end was near, 
desperately sought neocolonialist-inspired solutions to salvage whatever 
exploitative interests they still possible could. 


Then suddenly UNITA appeared in the East, bent on preventing the struggle 
from expanding beyond its present sphere of activity. We immediately recog- 
nized the organization as an integral part of an entire plan which our 
enemies had mapped out to counteract our most rightful longings for freedom. 


With the downfall of colonial fasciem, the Angolan people and the world 
began to see very clearly the true nature of the plot which had been 
concocted. The film, “The Story of a Betrayal," shows pictures of the 
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colonialiate in the streets of our towns and cities now overtly trying to 
impost the UNITA lackeys' authoricy, under the egis of the Portuguese flag. 
In fact, the deposed dictator, the Fascist Marcelo Caetano, hides nothing 
in hie “Testimony,” a book written in Brazil where he took refuge. In more 
than 180 pages, he discloses that General Bettencourt Rodrigues, in the 
East, “coordinated the agreement’ with the UNITA which, according to him, 
“operated at variance with the MPLA," and therefore, in opposition to the 
actual etruggle for national liberation, 


To substantiate the deposed dictator's statement, the film shows a docu- 
ment from the Angola Military Region in question. The UNITA had established 
contacts with the oppressors through two lumber dealers. Bettencourt 
Rodrigues, who signs the document, asks his superiors for directives on 

how to proceed, to ensure the agreement, “Judas” Malheiro Savimbi's treason. 


Later, the documentary produces a letter. It is from the traitor. He does 
net conceal his gratitude... On 7 November 1972, he addresses himself to 
the chief of staff of the Eastern region. He thanks him for the colonial 
fascist troops’ “fine cooperation” in the joint struggle against the MPLA, 
in addition to stating how “deeply impressed" he was with dictator Marcelo's 
"fervor" in his search for a neocolonial solution for Angola. 


Then another letter from Savimbi. At the very height of the first war for 
nacional liberation, he assures our tormentors and oppressors of the coop- 
eration of his gang of criminals, the UNITA, against our people. 


In “The Story of a Betrayal," reference is also made to the fact that 

"Judas" Malhetro Savimbi has a safe-conduct pass, issued by the commander 

of the opposing army, in the Fastern region. In order to prove the case, 

it hed recourse to some documents which the newspaper, the Lisbon 0 DIARIO, 
only recently made public, along with another work signed by the journalist, 
Urbano Tavares Rodrigues, also on the same subject of Jonas Malheiro Savimbi's 
treason. 


The film also makes public another letter from Savimbi, written in September 
1977. Addressee: General Luz Cunha, at the time commander-in-chief of the 
Portuguese armed forces in Angola. Another stab in the back from the 
traitor Savimbi, for our people's most devoted sons, who were shedding 

their bicod so that our country might be free. 


The documentary, shown today for the first time on TPA, also makes public 
a “very confidential" official letter in which the fascist, Fernando Santos 
e Castro, then governor general of the colony, through his cabinet chief, 
Joao Molasco Totta, guaranteed the traitor Savimbi: the reinstatement of 
all traitors in the “national community"; the right of all puppets to hold 
public office and the colonialiste' highest esteem for the lackeys. Then, 
pleased and grateful, Savimbi sends his cordial and respectful regards to 
the fascist Santos e Castro, in Angola, the representative of oppression 
and exploitation... and plans another meeting. 
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"The Story of a Betrayal” also deals with the case of Father Antonio 

Araujo Oliveira. In June 1974, he was the colonialists' intermediary in 

the negotiations that resulted in the ceasefire... The whole affair was 
nothing but a farce. In February, therefore, 5 months before, and also 

long before 25 April, a letter came from the Reverend Oliveira to the 
criminal Soares Carneiro, then secretary general of the colony, with messages 
from Savimbi. Father Oliveira, plus the lumbermen, were, as ever, as the 
film proves, the intermediaries between the puppet Savimbi and the colonial 
authorities. 


Still other documents have been collected, among them the book, "A 
Clandestine Arm in Africa," by the journalist Oleg Ignatiev. They are 
fresh proofs of treason, which the film deale with, as well as data which 
are found in the confessions of John Stockwell, former head of the CIA 
intervention force in Angola. It is the period of the second war for 
national liberation. Planned by the CIA, every effort was made to try by 
every means possible to prevent the proclamation of our independence on 
ll November: the intervention of the South African racist regular army, 
side by side with their UNITA lackeys; mercenaries coming from no one 
knows where and more than $14 million from the CIA for the UNITA and FNLA 
[Angolan National Liberation Front) counterrevolutionaries. 


First of all [we had to contend with] the Portuguese colonialists; today, 
with the Pretorian racists. And through it all, Savimbi is ever present 
on the eide of our worst enemies, the avowed enemies of all Africa. In 
"The Story of a Betrayal,’ Savimbi is on the side of repression, the faith- 
ful ally of those who oppress the people of South Africa and Namibia, of 
those who attack the defenseless peoples of Cunene and Kuando-Kubango, 

the same criminals as ever, bent on opposing our people.

[Text] In the education gatherings, party meetings and organs of the press 
it has been stated that the People's Assembly is the supreme body of the 
etate authority. What is meant by state authority and what are its 
elements? 


How te the essence of democratic centralism expressed as the universal 
principle of the socialist state? 


1, The socialist state authority or the socialist state mechanism comprises: 


The elected bodies of the state authority, which are the organs of the 
people's regime, in the form of people's assemblies on the national and 
territorial levels; 


The organe of the state apparatus, in the form of local government ad- 
ministrative bodies, courts, prosecutors’ offices, etc; and 


The state institutions, such as schools, health departments, etc. 
The socialist state authority can be defined as follows. 


The socialist state authority is the complex of the organs of the state and 
the state institutions which, under the leadership of the workers' class 
and ite Marxist-Leninist party, exercise the political authority of the 
workers’ class and its allies and implement the building of a socialist 
society. 


2. Democratic centralism is the most universal principle of the power of 
the socialist state. This principle was drafted and justified by Marx, 
Engels and Lenin and has been proven in practice by the socialist state. 


One of the historic merits of Lenin lies in the fact that he provided the 
theoretical foundation for democratic centralism as the organizational and 
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functional principle for the power of the proletarian state, and after the 
Great October Soctaliet Revolution, he organized the young socialiet estate 
authority on the baste of that principle, 


Today, democratic centraliem ie the general principle for the organisation 
and ectivity of both the Marxist-Leninist parties and aleo the etate author- 
ity and mase orgauizations, 


The application of democratic centraliem to the soctaliat atate authority 
in expressed in the following manner. 


Democratic centraliem guarantees the consistent and coordinated activity of 
all the organe of the state, consistent with the resolutions and guidelines 
of the Marxiet-Leniniet party. In thie way, the resolutions and decisions 
of the higher organs of the state are binding upon the lower organs of the 
state, which must implement chem scrupulously. 


To guarantee the consistent activity of the state organs, the higher state 
organs have the duty to direct and supervise the activities of the lower 
estate organs. 


Democratic centraliem aliows the ever-fuller integration of the workers in 
the decisions of the state, through their organized participation in the 
drafting and approval of the production plans, and through the opinions 
they contribute during the implementation of the respective plans. On the 
other hand, it allows the increase in the responsibility of the local 
organe of the atate authorities, as well as the state enterprises and in- 
stitutions. 


Rendering of Accounts 

A basic form of making democratic centraliem specific is the periodic re- 
quirement that the leaders of the central state organs and the local organs 
render accounts at regular intervals to the government. The managers of 
state enterprises and institutions must make such reports to the higher 
structures, and to the workers in their sector. 

The rendering of accounts makes it possible: 


To analyze the fulfillment of state tasks and to publicize the best ex- 
perience; 


To promote criticiem and self-criticism; and 
To discuss and establish measures for improving the work. 
The rendering of accounts is an important means of perfecting state leader- 


ship, the education and further training of cadres, as well as the 
mobilization and integration of the workers. 











Ratabliahment of the Organa of People's Authority 


The implementation of democratic centraliem is expressed in the fact that 
the citizens elect the organs of the people's authority in free elections. 


Democratic centraliem quarantees consistent and carefully organized 
activity by the socialiet state authority, under the leadership of the 
Marxiet~-Leoiniet party, with a view to the resolution of the taske of 
building the socialist society. 


Democratic centraliem worke both against bureaucracy in the etate administra- 
tion and against spontaneous action, voluntariem and anarchy. 


In Angola, these principles are established by the basic documents of the 
party and the atate (program of the MPLA-Labor Party and Law No 17/77). 


The complete application of these principles for the organization of the 
democratic and people's estate is one of the concerns of the MPLA-Labor Party. 
It te for thie reason that, in order to reorganize the old state apparatus 
and to eatablish the mechaniems of the democratic and popular state, the 
MPLA~Labor Party decided to establish the People's Assembly and the pro- 
vincial assemblies as organs of state authority freely elected by the people, 
this year. 


Thie te an important step in the creation of the conditions needed for the 
establishment of the people's democracy in our country.

Luis de Almeida told the foreign presse that “our country is solid, the 
leadership of the country is in good hands and we are on the proper path,” 
and that the "prophets of evil" who predict catastrophe for the RPA forget 
that their wishes were frustrated in 1975. 


This diplomat said that the enemies of the Angolan people are at our doors 
every day and that the racist South African republic ie still making efforts 
to dominate Angole. "Recently," Luie de Almeida said, "there has been a 
great concentration of South African troops along the Angolan-Namibian 
frontier," and that "the South African planes and helicopters are bombing 
our territory. If we take into account the large number of reconnaissance 
flights over the southern part of Angola, we are justified in thinking that 
the South African racists are preparing for a large-scale attack on our 
country. 


The Angolan ambassador added that “reliable information gives us to under- 
stand that the racists are preparing to occupy a part of the southern 
region of our territory, in the province of Cumene, where the large 
Calueque dam is located 30 kilometers from the Namibian frontier, in Angolan 
territory, in order to install their UNITA agents and, like the Israelis, 
force us to abandon our support of the SWAPO in exchange for withdrawal 
from our territory. Naturally, they will say that they are not involved, 
because as they always claim, ‘it is the UNITA forces’ which are occupying 
thie part of the national territory. But," the ambassador went on to say, 
“we will oppose this maneuver with force and we are already warning the 
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Weetein foreign minietries ae well ae international public opinion about 

the diabolical intentions of the raciat government of South Africa, as well 
ae the threat these maneuvers pose to peace and stability in Southern Africa, 
We hope that the Weatern countries, including Prance, will make these 
gentlemen, these hotheade in Pretoria, see reason," 


Lomeadce Lule de Almeida eaid that we are currently witnessing one of the 
woot Crlumphane liberation etories in Africa in that "Zimbabwe hase just 
taught tte people a lesson in maturity,” and that the peoples are always 
with thowe fighting for themselves, He added that thie should provide food 
for thought for those who etill think it te possible to make decisions on 
behell of the African peoples, and that nothing can hinder the epirit of 
dignity of these people. "The South African ractete should know this. 
Their alliee and friends should know it, because it will avoid them useless 
eacrifice, eo that finally they will leave Africa to the Africans." 


He added that a long path has been covered to enable our country to open an 
eubasey in Parie, and that thus a page has been turned, although there 

are certainly still in France some who want to hinder the proper advance 

of Franco-Angolan cooperation. He said that the press conference should 
provide the world with a true image of Angola, of how we see the future 

for the African continent and its relations with the international com- 
mmity, with no desire other than to bring the Angolan and French peoples 
closer together and to provide the French people with an idea of what the 
leaders and peoples of other language areas are thinking. 


He epoke of the need to find a new concept for relations between Europe and 
Africa and he said that the presse bears a good portion of the responsibility 
for the erroneous ideas people have formed about the current truth and 
reality. 


Lute de Almeida categorically and formally denounced chose agitators abroad 
who speak of a change in policy in Angola since the death of President 
Agoetinho Neto. He said that the RPA was a colony in the past but never 
will be again in the future, since "20 years after the emergence of inde- 
pendent African nations, a new generation is being born in Africa, one which 
ie more demanding and which sees in fact that independence is something 
other than a simple synonym of the national anthem, handsome uniforms and 

a simple change of skin color." 


The Angolan ambassador to France announced to the newsmen that another 
prese conference will be held this month in Paris, during which he will 
diecuss the economic problems and prospects for the development of the 
People's Republic of Angola in the coming years.

IMPLICATIONS OF LENIN'S DOCTRINE DISCUSSED

[Text] On 22 April 1870, the man who was the theoretician and consistent 
leader of the revolution was born in the municipality of Simbirsk, USSR.

RECONSTRUCTION IN KWANZA-SUL DISTRICT PROVES DIFFICULT

[Excerpts] The Kibala gunicipality, in Kwanzga-Sul Province, has a long 
fighting tradition originating in ite people, which anyone visiting there 
cannot fail to notice. 


Many events have occurred within Kibala which make it one of the most 
historical sites in the recent history of our Angola. This is a fact because 
thie locality has, in the very recent past, succeeded in winning one of the 
most hard-fought battles againet the South African invading forces and 

the whole band of brigands who were intent on continued domination of our 
country. The people in the Kibala municipality rose in indignation and 
opposing the continuation of oppression, took up arms and, ever confident 

of victory, braved the fury of the attackers’ fierce onslaught. In des- 
peration, the enemy destroyed properties, some important economic centers, 
but had to be resigned to defeat. All this happened in this municipality. 


How are things going in the Kibale municipality? 


"Life here is quite normal. We have both the party and government structures 
set up and we go about our duties although there are a number of problems, 

as you will have occasion to see during your stay here,” said one of the 
Kibale municipality party leaders. We referred insistently to present 
problems. In reply, they told us, “There are several problems, not to 
mention no end of existing troubles, although the people are willing to 
work." 


The people in Kabale keep going as heroically and courageously as ever, 
shouldering the productive responsibilities from day to day, and anxious 
to rebuild their municipality...but you cannot make an omelet without eggs. 


The party structures are set up in both the communities and in the sectors, 
where the entire work of organization, indoctrination and mobilization of 
the masses concerning the objectives as recommended by the MPLA-Labor 

Party has been carried out. 


Along these same lines, the rectification movement is also being put 
forward as the dependable goal for strengthening the Marxist-Leninist 
Party. 
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Ae regards the party youth, bases for their induction have already been 
eet up everywhere in the municipality, despite the problems which that 
area ie facing, particularly the lack of transportation, which has con- 
siderably held up the work. 


in the Public Transportation Company (ETP), the movement is enormous, 
their employees have their hands full trying to take care of everyone 
who wante to travel. Means of transportation are few, some coming from 
Wako~Kungo en route to Luanda. 


How does one explain this whole eituation? Transportation structures in 
the municipality are practically nonexistent, public vehicles placed at 

the disposal of the people who are continually traveling are few in number, 
which consequently results in a capacity that is insufficient to meet 

daily needs. There is neither intercommune nor commune-municipality trans- 
portation. 


In Kibala, at thie time, it very frequently rains and the roads, some 
already in the worst possible condition, become completely impassable for 
wagons and all the more so for motorized vehicles. tow then will the 
party structures be able to keep in direct and permanent contact with the 
work of indoctrination and mobilization of the people? 


Housing: Shake Off Sluggishness 


In the housing area, throughout the municipality, there are common problems 
euch as the lack of water and electricity. 


As for the electricity problem, there are enormous difficulties and, as 
they assured us, it is only the Cambambe electrical network that can 
solve the problem of electrical power throughout the Kibala municipality. 


Meanwhile, the people make do with kerosene or oil lamps, products sold 
in the municipality, but also hard to get. 


We mentioned above, in our subhead, that the Ministry of Construction and 
Housing in Kabala had better shake off its sluggishness and get down to 
work. The ministry structures, as they have told us, do in fact exist, 
but there is no sign of any actual work being done. Work, which normally 
would take 2 or 3 days to do, drags on for 1 or 2 months, all this on the 
pretext of lacking adequate resources. 


Numerous difficulties beset the drafting of the past year's working plan. 
The reconstruction, remodeling and installing of new equipment which the 
puppete had destroyed during their illegal presence in the area, constitute 
a problem which drags on, despite the countless promises made by the 
Ministry's municipal deputy. 


Supplies: "“Achilles' Heel" 
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Supplies constitute another sector which has to convey a “hint of revolt" 
in order that the people's needs be adequately served. 


Supply needs, eo they tell us, are planned according to priority and the 
need of each housing area. However, this does not always prove to be 
very effective because, as they aleo told us, the supply cannot always be 
counted on, Central stores receive supplies every 2 months and when this 
takes place, there are not always sufficient supplies left over to satisfy 
the needs of the people in the Kibale municipality. 


It stands to reason, a8 we were told, that this makes it possible to give 
private parties «a broader range of action and even, in some areas, the 
Opportunity to engage in some speculative dealings. For example, to pur- 
chase all the foodstuffe possible and then resell them at an exhorbitant 
price. 





In a eimilar situation, the Domestic Trade municipal structures do not 

have the vehicles to transport to the communes the foodstuffs and merchandise 
when they show up. Among the people, all this gives rise to hunger, naked- 
nese, undernourishment and other social ills which hinder their harmonious 
development.

sinister activities for some months more under the label "Military Intelli- 
gence Police." It was at about that time that PIDE agents Reis Teixeira 
and Norberto de Castro became angry with each other. Clumsy and heedless, 
the present "plenipotentiary" representative of Savimbi, using the micro- 
phones at the station where he broadcast a radio program in Luanda, 
lambasted the other man, calling him a whole series of ugly names which, 

and note this well, “ineulted the honor of the PIDE officer." 


One who did not find this funny was Gen Joaquim Antonio Franco Pinheiro, 
the Portuguese commander in chief. And orders were given to establish who 
this individual was who unexpectedly took the denunciation of the activi- 
ties of PIDE agent Reis Teixeira so much to heart. 


It was not a very difficult task. It sufficed merely to consult the files 
of the PIDE/DGS [Security Directorate General] itself, which had moreover, 
as if by magic, become the Military Intelligence Police (PIM). 


A Thief and a PIDE Agent 


It was rapidly concluded that the “moralizer' was after all nothing more 
personally than a PIDE agent, apart from being a petty thief. 


The conclusions which General Franco Pinheiro ordered confirmed were the 
subject of an official communique reported in the press at that time under 
a two-colummn headline. 


According to that statement, the spokesman of the Savimbi group in Lisbon 
“was a PIDE/DGS informer beginning in 1963 .. . who received various re- 
wards and compensation for the services rendered." On the other hand, he 
was sentenced to 6 months in prison “for having made improper use of large 
sums allocated for school meal facilities." 


With the statement that PIDE agent and thief Norberto de Castro "fell far 
short of being an exemplary citizen,'’ General Franco Pinheiro ordered his 
expulsion from the city of Luanda. He was ordered to establish permanent 
residence in Cabinda, which caused a wave of protest from the people in 

that province, who felt offended by the insult of having to welcome into 
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their midet euch a complete scoundrel. In fact, the people of Cabinda have 
done nothing to merit a slight of such magnitude. 


A Choice From the Garbage Dump 


It would have been hard for the unfortunate Savimbi to have found a "better" 
collaborator. Only among the dregs, in the garbage cans, can he find fol- 
lowere and supporters. But it is not surprising that it should be thus. He 
himself ie no better and no worse than Norberto de Castro.

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LIVESTOCK LNDUSTRY HAS SHOWN STEADY DECLINE

[Text] Livestock Minister Jeremiah Nyagah's announcement this week that 
his Ministry planned to increase producer prices for milk is seen in live- 
stock industry circles as an attempt by the Government to restore the 
confidence of the livestock farmer in an industry that has shown a steady 
decline in recent years. 


According to a FAO projection published in 1977, Kenya is due to suffer a 
shortage of beef production in 1980 to the tune of 14,000 tons. Other 
official figures published by the Government show a drop in the number of 
dairy and beef cattle and sheep and pigs maintained on large farm in the 
high-yielding agricultural sones of the country. 


The figures show that the number of dairy cattle on these farms went down 
from 290,000 in 1976 to 263,000 in 1978 whilet beef cattle dropped from 
456,000 to 421,000 during the same period. 


Figures for sheep show that their numbers declined from 325,000 to 296,000 
in the same period. The corresponding figures for pigs show a drop from 
17,900 in 1976 to 15,800 and then « rise back to almost the 1976 level of 
17,300, 


Similarly, sharp drops in purchases of beef cattle by Kenya Meat Commission 
have been reported over the past few years. Available figures show that 
KMC intake of beef cattle plummeted from a record level of 228,500 head of 
cattle in 1976 to « mere 68,000 in 1978. 


Sheep dropped from 12,800 to 11,600 but goat purchases by the KMC climbed 
up from 4,600 co 10,400 im the same period. Pig purchases by Up 

Factory maintained « steady upward trend, climbing up from 44,600 to 51,000 
in the same period.

The final report of the Danish-Kenyan Pig Husbandry Project which researched 
the issue found that the best pig producers required 420-440 kg. of feed for 
che production of a 100 kg. baconer (liveweight feed conversion ration 4,2- 
4.5 kg. of feed to produce 1 kg. meat), 


Low productivity characteristics coupled with a lack of incentives also 


weigh down heavily on the pig farmer. Hence, the recent threat by pig 
farmers to awitch to other lines of farming.

Another report commissioned by the Kenya Government discloses chat feed 
costa alone cepresented 75-80 percent of a pig producer's production costs, 
According (o the report, the maize energy component of pig feed, generally 
30-40 percent of the ration, ie the key variable price escalator, 


The report noted that other balanced pig feed componente include reject 
wheat, barley, pollard, rice bran, bone meal, blood meal, cotton seed cake, 
mineral and vitamin supplemente, 


The report eaid: ‘When price relationships are attractive between animal 
feed prices and the producer prices for pig carcasses, production expands; 
when the price relationships are unfavourable as they have been since the 
1971/72 production year, production decreases," 


The same problem of ri animal feeds apply in the case of dairy and beef 
cattle and sheep and » . But in their case, the problem is also 
compounded by a rapid decline in the amount of grazing land available 
throughout the country. 


The size of grazing land has been gradually dwindling in recent years as 
more and more areas were put under agricultural cultivation, Experts say 
that things are not made easy by drought such as the one which the country 
has gone through and the last one in 1976. 


According to the experts, it is when there is a period of acute drought in 
the country that ironically the KMC and the Livestock Marketing Division 
(LMD) incur heavy financial losses in that they often have to buy more 
animals than they would otherwise require, 


What this means ie that the deployment of the KMC's financial resources and 
its processing operations are unevenly distributed throughout the year, 
The result is that at certain times of the year, the KMC would be producing 
more than is normally required and while other times of the year its output 
would be less than the market demand. 


The report counselled the Government to introduce a clearcut policy on land 
uses which would provide an amicable balance between the livestock and human 
population's needs, 


The report said: “There will be a continual reduction in the amount of land 
available for livestock production, especially in regions of high agricul- 
tural potential. However, current upward trends in productivity of the 
livestock sector will probably make up for some of the reduction in grazing 
land," 


The report continued: "In 1975, there were 50,310m hectares of land 
available for grazing which had a total of conventional stock carrying 
capacity of 11,784m, However, the total number of livestock units recorded 
was only 6,041,000 livestick units." 
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It said; "In the Northern and Southern Range regions and in the Coast Region, 
the carrying capacity far exceeds the estimated number of livestock units 
being sustained, Eastern and Nyanza appear to be sustaining more livestock 
activity than their estimated carrying capacity. Overall, transfer of land 
from grazing to cultivation shows a 14 percent fall in livestock carrying 
capacity, Our projection then shows meat output falling by 21 percent from 
209,000 tons to 165,000 tons, These are our assumptions, but we do not 
aeeume that meat production will fall to that extent,"

WORLD BANK LOAN--Kenya will get a $10 million loan from the World Bank for 
fisheries development, Permanent Secretary for Environment and Natural 
Resources, Mr.J.G. Shamalla seid yesterday, Mr. Shamalla was addressing 
a Presse conference on arrival from Washington. "We had verv useful and 
successful discussions and the bank agreed to lend us the money for 
fisheries development in Lake Victoria and the Coast," he said, Mr.

NEW GOVERNMENT TO HAVE 'LONG HARD STRUGGLE' 
London WEST AFRICA in English 20 Apr 80 


[Text] Brutality is not a matter of frontiers or racial divisions. The 
inefficient and rough executions of 13 former men of power in Liberia do 
not compare with the mass murders of Buchenwald, the flash killing of hun- 
dreds of thousands at Hiroshima, the napalming of Vietnam villages, the 
atrocities on both sides in the Spanish civil war, the outrages of Amin, 
and so on, 


But brutality has, nevertheless, to be condemned, even if it is done "in 
the cause of the people” and even if the people suffering the brutality 
were not plaster saints. 


[t is being said repeatedly in Monrovia that the men of the Tolbert regime 
were not respecters of human rights: that people were beaten and killed in 
prison or shot in the street by police: that there is a sort of brutality 
in the exploitation of the masses by the few and by corruption itself. 

This may be true. But one would hope that a regime opposing all this would 
itself be primarily a respecter of human rights and human dignity. The 
reality needs to be spelt out in detail. The executions were not the result 
of trials that were fair by normal standards. They were held by a military 
tribunal of five officers. No thorough pre-trial investigation was 
mounted: bank accounts were not examined, for instance and no witnesses 
were called. All that happened was that the accused were cross-examined 
and were allowed to make statements. There were no defence lawyers. The 
executions themselves were performed in a way that totally disregarded the 
human dignity of the people executed: this may seem a superfluous point-- 
the men die anyway. But it is not. In the shooting of armed robbers that 
used to take place regularly at Bar Beach, Lagos, the men were not pushed 
around roughly and jeered at. A man of God came to pray with them in their 
last moments. The execution squad was disciplined and efficient. Things 
were different at the beach at Barclay Training Centre, Monrovia. [For a 
description see Matchet, page 729.) 


The executions will discourage corruption, but it would be absurd to think 
they will eliminate it. They will also stir sectional hatreds--almost all 
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the executed were Americo-Liberians--and encourage an indiscriminate hatred 
for the rich and successful (which is not the same thing as striving for a 
fairer distribution of income). Some people may decry as bourgeois such 
things as respect for the forms of legality, respect for the old and the 
fratl, reapect for human life, and respect for the dead. In fact, a revo- 
Lution needa these things too: they are necessary everywhere if life ie to 
be anything but nasty, brutish and short. 


Specifically, one of Liberia's problems at the moment is curbing the law- 


lesesness of ‘diers who are heavily armed and no longer feel obliged to 
obey their .'' .cers. The executions will not have helped: Master Sergeant 
Samuel K. at a press conference last week said that the revolution 


would not .¢ elf solve any problems, but it would provide an opportunity 
te build. ation without discrimination in which undue special privileges 
were eliminated; he promised that when things began to go right, the sol- 
diers would return to the barracks "where we belong." In reply to a ques- 
tion he said there would be elections, but did not indicate any date: they 
had first to “accomplish our mission." 


The head of state stressed the fact that the people's Redemption Council, 
which is composed entirely of soldiers and is the supreme authority in the 
land, was working hand in hand with a Cabinet composed mainly of civilians. 
The experience of other African nations has shown that it is not easy to 
move on from military to civilian government. It has also shown that it 

le easier to seize power than to exercise it, easier to point out the in- 
equalities and unfairnesses of life than to devise ways in which these are 
diminished. 


The Liberian economy is in a crisis and all the high talents of men such as 
Dr Togba-Nah Tipoteh, the new Minister of Economic Planning, will be needed 
if it is to be rescued. One of the effects of the executions will be a 
frightening away of foreign confidence and capital. 


Master Sergeant Doe came to power on a wave of popular support. The danger 
is that it will become soured if no benefits become apparent soon. Execu- 
tions stir strong emotions but may produce hangovers in the end. Every 
government announcement ends with the words "in the cause of the people, 
the struggle continues.'' The struggle is going to be long and hard, 

and the cause of the people may prove difficult to define.

DOE PRESS CONFERENCE, DETAILS OF EXECUTIONS NOTED 
London WEST AFRICA in English 28 Apr 80 p 729 
[From the "Matchet's Diary" column] 


[Excerpt] At the end of a press conference by the Head of State, Master 
Sergeant Samuel K. Doe, we were told there was to be an execution and the 
foreign press was expected to attend. 


At the Barclay Training Centre--a barracks near the centre of Monrovia-- 
there were four large posts stuck in the ground near the beach which had 
been used the week before for the execution of four soldiers found loot- 
ing and robbing. As we waited in the sun rumours flew. Some said there 
were to be more robbers killed. More likely it seemed to be four of the 
14 Tolbert men tried by a military tribunal. But which four? Frank 
Tolbert, the elder brother, seemed probable but surely not Cecil Dennis, 
the respected ex-Foreign Minister and Richard Henries, the ex-Speaker, was 
surely too old at 72. There was no information. Then a man with a spade 
came and paced out places for more stakes. A lorry arrived with five poles-- 
as big as tree trunks. So now there were nine posts, and nine names to be 
juggled. 


A crowd was gathering and was pushed back to the gates by soldiers. The 
press which was looking more and more glum, was encouraged to come closer. 
There were hundreds of soldiers by this time, many in a state of excitement, 
waving guns about and shooting. A bus was suddenly visible, surrounded by 
soldiers and with men inside. Old men, grey and taut, unshaven and in 
T-shirts and ill-fitting trousers. It was difficult to recognise the 
usually immaculately-suited Reginald Townsend, formerly National Chairman 
of the True Whig Party, Clarence Parker, big businessman and Treasurer of 
the party, James T. Phillips, ex-Finance Minister, and others. 


Closer inspection revealed that there were 13 men in the bus--all the men 
who had been tried except Johnny McClain, the young former Information 
Minister. No one explained why he was left out. 13 men and nine stakes-- 
would there be two sessions, people asked with some incredulity. 
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After a long wait the bus waa driven down to the stakes, and nine men 
pulled out, their shirts removed and stood against the poles. Four men 
remained in the bus, watching. A long plece of greep rope was used to 
tie each in turn. Thies wae done roughly, the men pushed about and a 
boot being used, 


Frank Tolbert had collapsed and was slumped in his bonds “(chard Henries, 
thin and frail, was also drooping forward. A soldier je xed his head back. 
1 watched Cecil Dennis, etanding tall and calm, succeeding tn maintaining 
some dignity againat all the odde, 


An execution squad of 13 was marched awkwardly forward. The milling soldiers 
and the photographers were pushed back and silence called for. Then the 
order to fire was given. Incredibly Cedil Dennis remained standing calm 

and tall. His executioner had missed. At the second volley he crumpled, 

hie face smashed by bullets. 


There was a huge cheer by the soldiers, echoed by the crowd behind, and much 
stamping around and waving of gune in the air. The remaining four men were 
brought out of the bus. Four bodies were shoved aside and they were stood 
in front of stakes. They were not bound and things were mercifully briefer. 
No one was there to offer any prayers for the dying. Master Sergeant Doe 
hae called for a week of prayers for his regime. My camera jammed at the 
start. I wae glad, as pointing a camera was like participating in the 
obecenity. 


As we left another burst of firing was heard as other soldiers took the 
opportunity to pour bullets into the dead bodies. 


Courteous Interrogation 


I watched one of the 14 trials before the five man military tribunal that 
preceded the executions. The accused was Frank A. Stewart, former Budget 
Director, a large man looking unshaven, dirty and bewildered. The proceed- 
ings were in a noisy barracks hall, open to the press but not the public. 


Mr Stewart was courteously questioned by the officers, He sounded convinc- 
ing ae he explained that he never had policy making powers--he did what 

he was told and he had never handled any actual government money. He was 
less convincing when explaining how he came to own four houses, a super- 
market, 28 city lots and a farm. Like most of the accused he tried to 
ingratiate himself by condemning the Tolbert corruption. "This coup has 
been long overdue,” he said. When the time came to execute him the next 
day they tied the rope painfully around his huge stomach. 


{Press Conference) 


The press conference by Master Sergeant Doe was a disappointment. He was 
in battledress, with a floppy camouflage hat and carrying a ceremonial 
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aword., He wae without the sunglasses he wore in published photographs. 


He te a si taht man, looking younger than his 28 years. He read a short 
atatemen! ut the reasons for the ‘Revolution of April 12' and then con- 
sented to asewer only two questions. in reply to a French television man 


he said that attempts had been made to arrest Tolbert but, ae he had re- 
sieted, he had to be shot, the man who did the shooting was Harrison Pennue-- 
then Corporal, now Colonel. Brian Barron of BBC Television, asked, as the 
Head of State was introduced as “Chairman of the OA" whether he was 
qualified for such a job. “Yes,” said Master Sergeant Doe, and added 
nothing. The conference gave no opportunity to learn anything about the 

new Liberian leader.

envisaged sometime last year as alternative methods of producing petroleum 
products, citing the successes achieved in some Latin American countries

At that time the Life President called on his people to work hard to grow 
more cassava, which has the potentialities of producing petroleum products, 
as well ae sugar cane along the lakeshore where the climate is ideal, saying 
these will greatly assist the petroleum industry. 


To this end, the financial assistance provided by the International Finance 
Corporation, an affiliate body of the World Bank to the tune of K6.5 million 
is very guch welcome and is an indication of unfaltering efforts to get the 
fuel scheme on its feet for the country's further prosperity. 


According to estimates released by the leader of the United States three-man 
team which visited the country recently, Mr. George Thomson, the first phase 
of the ethanol plant, will be able to cut imports by a considerable ten per- 
cent, which is an encouraging start for the localised fuel industry and a 

solace to the transportation industry as well as the motoring public generally. 


The LFC on its part must be commended for considering to involve itself in 
this sector in addition to other establishments in which it is also part 
and parcel, such as the textile industry.

SHORTAGE OF BLANKETS; IMPORTATION NEEDS DISCUSSED 

Shortage Reported

[Excerpts] There has been a severe shortage of bedcoverings and blankets 
in Mozambique since the end of last year. Felt mainly in the provinces of 
Maputo, Tete, Manica and Zambezia, the shortage is the result of a major 
drop in production in the country's three existing factories, namely 
Textafrica, in Chimoio, Facogza of Maputo and Facogza of Quelimane. Were it 
not for a shipment of imports ordered by the government last February, this 
indispensable article would be totally unavailable on the domestic market. 


As a further resort, a shipment of blankets from the GDR is expected shortly. 
It ie expected that domestic production will be resumed with the arrival 

of raw materiale and the proper maintenance of equipment, to prevent the 
conetant breakdowns that have also caused interruptions in production,

[Text! To permit a plant to come to a complete halt, or to allow its pro- 
duction to fall below 50 percent of installed capacity, is to engage, con- 
sciously or unconsciously, in sabotage, no matter what reasons are offered, 
It ig even more serious when it happens in a country like ours, which has 
already taken the first steps toward a planned economy and the company 
involved is state-controlled. 


We refer to Facoza, an industrial unit specializing in the manufacture of 
bedcoverings and blankets. Nationalized in March 1979 after it was aban- 
doned by the former owners, it achieved its best rate of production in that 
game month, putting out 13,000 covers, according to data supplied by members 
of the present management, 
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After the first complete shutdown in May, which lasted for about a month, 
the factory never again achieved ite indicated monthly average of 12,000 

to 13,000 blenkets, The reason for this was the lack of raw materials 

and parte for the machines, and the result was that, from an actual average 
of 11,000, production dropped to 2,856 blankets in December 1979, At that 
point, @ full shutdown was already imminent, for lack of raw materials. 


Meanwhile, by that same December, the production plans or programe for 1980 
should have been drawn up, In these, Facoza was assigned a theoretical 
task: To produce up to its tnetalled capacity; in other words, to produce 
18,000 blankete a month, On thie basis, the Domestic Trade Ministry plan 
provides for the placement of about 17,000 articles of this type per month 
in Maputo Province, a plan which, relying solely on the Facoza output, 
would remain only on paper. 


There are two problems to consider here: The government's general plan is 
etill om paper, and the territorial and provincial plane are utterly dis- 
organized. in thie epecific case, as far as domestic production is con- 
cerned, it hes been necessary to resort to Textafrica, although the latter 
le aleo producing below capacity. The import plans have also undergone 
revision, with the inclusion of a quota which would be unnecessary if domes-~- 
tic production were regularized--and at this point the imported product is 
of poorer quality than that produced omestically.

REGULATIONS GOVERNING HIRING, USE OF FOREIGN TECHNICIANS 
Maputo BOLETIM DA REPUBLICA in Portuguese No 64, 5 Jun 79p 1 


[Excerpts] National Planning Commission and Ministries of State for the Pre- 
sidency and Finance 


Ministerial Document No 54/79 of 5 June 


The economic and social directives and the report of the Central Committee 
establish the major principles which must guide the cooperation between the 
People's Republic of Mozambique and the peoples of the entire world. 


The government's economic and social program for 1978 establishes guidelines 
for the recruitment, assignment and correct utilization of foreign techni- 
cians. 


Inasmuch as the National Planning Commission is responsible for studying and 
proposing concrete action aimed at recruiting foreign technicians, it is 
deemed necessary to create a centralizing and coordinating entity to back 
the technical cooperation. 


Therefore, within the terms of Decree No 8/75, of 26 August, the ministers of 
planning, state for the presidency, and finance, using the authority conferred 
upon them by Decree-Law No 7/75, of 21 August, declare: 


Chapter I. On the Nature, Purposes and Authority 


Article 1. 1. The Service to Back Cooperation, known as MOTECNICA, is creat- 
ed, subordinate to the National Directorate of International Cooperation. 


2. The Service to Back Cooperation, MOTECNICA, is a unit for rendering ser- 
vices which will be governed by the provisions of this document. 


Article 2. It is incumbent on MOTECNICA: 


a. To centralize and coordinate, on a completely exclusive basis, the hiring, 
arrival, lodging and return to their native countries of the cooperants, that

ig, all the foreign technicians who come to render services according to 
the terms of bilateral agreements for technical cooperation, or through the 
general contract for foreigners; 


b. To promote the assignment and integration of the cooperants in keeping 
with the reality of the People's Republic of Mozambique;

The Third Congress of FRELIMO determined the need for development, backing 
and protection of the cooperative. Together with state property, the co- 
operative ita one of the economic foundations of the democratic people's pow- 
er. 


As socioeconomic organizations of the working masses, the cooperatives enlist 
the efforts of their members on behalf of the development of the national eco- 
nomy, while simultaneously promoting the material welfare of their members 

and an improvement in both the material and cultural living conditions of the 
populace. 


Morecver, the cooperatives have become affirmed as genuine schools for the 
new man in combating the vices and ideas of the old society, and in creating 
new values and habits of collective living. They release, mobilize and com- 
bine the creative initiative of the popular masses, contributing to the de- 
velopment of the working classes’ political consciousness. 


In agriculture, the basis of our economy, the organization of the peasants 
into cooperatives accelerates the development of the productive forces, al- 
lows for an increase in production and productivity, and facilitates the 
supply of means of production and the removal of products. Thus, the 
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cooperatives participate in the progressive socialization of the rural areas, 
secving specifically as a fundamental element for the consolidation of our 
communal villages. 


The coneumer cooperatives are an effective way of solving the problems in- 
volved in supplying consumer goods, and provide noteworthy assistance in the 
process of removing the surplus agricultural production. Upon becoming or- 
ganized into cooperatives, the population not only solves a great many of its 
eupply problems, but also combats speculation, in short, exploitation. 


Jenerelly speaking, the production cooperatives, combining, on a voluntary 
basis, tradesmen and small business owners in the same branch of economic 
activity, represent major tools for the integration of those workers into 
collective forma of production, for the purpose of better meeting the needs 
of the population. 


The cooperative movement in our country has shown significant progress, espe- 
clally since the convening of the Third Congress of FRELIMO.

fhe cooperatives are organizations of a collective nature which engage in 
socioeconomic activity without exploitation of man by his fellow min, and 
whose members are workers who, under a system of free association, contribute 
goods or services for the attainment of the goals set forth in this law. 


Article 2. Goals 


The goal of the cooperatives is to carry forth economic activity and to 
serform action for mutual assistance among the respective members, designed to 
promote their material, social and cultural welfare.

The People's Republic of Mozambique has at its disposal a railroad headquar- 
ters comprised of four enterprises, whose activity is coordinated by the Na- 
tional Directorate of Porte and Railroads. The total length of the lines and 
branches is 3,150 kilometers, 


The CFM [Mozambique Railroad)-South Enterprise 


This enterprise is based in the port of Maputo, and consiste of six main lines 
and three branches. 


1. Ressano Garcia line: It establishes the link between Maputo and the South 
African border, over an expanse of 88 kilometers, 30 of which are double track. 
This line was officially opened in July 1890. 


2. Goba line: It begins at kilometer 11 of the Ressano Garcia iine, in Ma- 
chave, and is a connecting line to Swaziland. It is 64 kilometers long. 


In 1912, the construction on the line reached Goba; and it was not until 1964 
that its connection with Swaziland was completed. It was officiclly opened 
on 5 November 1964, in Kadake, by King Shobuza II of Swaziland. 


3}. Xinavane line: Designed to ease the traffic on the Ressano Garcia and Lim- 
popo lines, it makes the connection between Moamba (Ressano Garcia line) and 
ngubana (Limpopo line), extending as far as Xinavane, over an expanse of 93 
x lometers. It was officially opened on 30 October 1914. 


4. Limpopo line: It conne ts Maputo with Chicualacuala, on the Zimbabwe bor- 
der, and ie 538 kilometers long. It was opened for service in 1955. 
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vaca Line: Based in the town of XaieXal, it is connected with Chicomo along 
oe expanse of 90 kilometers and, atarting in Manjacaze, it branches out to 
coonect with Marao, with 4 length of 52 kilometers. 


6. Inhambane line: Opened on 2 January 1913, Lt connects Inhambane with In- 
harecime, over an expanse of 92 kilometers. 


’. Branches: 


Salamanga branch: it etarte in Umpala ‘Goba line), and covers 61 kilome-

4. Marromeu branch: It begins in Inhaminga (Sena line), running as far as 
Marromeu, over an expanse of 88 kilometers.

Saeed in the port of Quelimane, it has just one line, known as the Zambezia 
o@, connecting Quelimane with Mocuba, which is 146 kilometers long.

UTILIZATION OF CAHORA BASSA DAM DISCUSSED 
Lisbon O JORNAL in Portuguese 3 Apr 80 p 26 


[Article by Caceres Monteiro: "Finally Cahora Bassa Is Supplying 
Electricity to Mozambique") 


[Excerpts] Four years after its completion, the Cahora Bassa dam, the 
largest in Africa, and the realization of a Portuguese project, is finally 
supplying emall amounts of electricity direct to Mozambique. For some 
days now, the city of Tete, which despite its nearness to the “monster” 
built on the Zambeze, has had an energy shortage, has been supplied by 
Cahora Bassa. 


But if this dam is not to be above all a facility serving South Africa, 
Mozambique must build the central north line to supply the rest of the 
country. 


This will happen, according to one of the Mozambican administrators of the 
Cahora Bassa Hydroelectric Enterprise, by the end of this decade, but 
without Portuguese participation. In fact, this undertaking, it has just 
been announced in Maputo, will have French and Italian financing. 


l. Along the Road 


I missed the plane which was to take me from Beira to Tete. This turned out 
to be a happy circumstance. The following day I had to travel the 

700 kilometers separating me from Songo by road. As I would be reminded 
countless times subsequently, caly a few weeks earlier this trip would 

have been a very risky one. Although for strategic reasons the Mozambicans 
did not publicize it widely, forces of Rhodesian origin were attacking 
automobiles, pick-ups and tank trucks and burning them. In some cases these 
attacks were made by planes. 


When | passed the barrier at the 19th checkpoint, I had the sensation of 
crossing a frontier. We were entering the Songo area. Cahora Bassa, a 
state within a state, as the Mozambicans often say, worries them. In a 
way they were right. 
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dZ eon 


Songo ‘# theoretically a Mozambican town ln practice it is a territory in 
which the Cahora Basaa Hydroelectric Enterprise, with Portuguese capital in 
the heavy majority, has replaced tne old “soba” of Songo. 


Betore construction on the dam began, Songo was not on the map, 


Seago now has ite own life. Here one finds many products never seen in the 
reet of Mogambique. 


The eome 1,500 workers involved in the operation of the dam and their 
families live here. But natives of nearby settlements come to Songo, its 
ehope and eervice centere. Of these workers, about 200 are Portuguese, 
many of them accompanied by their families, and as a general rule they hold 
the more specialized posts in the enterprise. 


In this locality isolated from the world, without telephone links to Europe 
(wuless one wants to go to the Malawi frontier, some hundreds of kilometers 
away), one of the leisure-time activities is watching Portuguese television! 


Prevented from receiving the signals om Khodesian television which is 
~oreover very poor, the Portuguese employees kill time by watching programs 
taped in Portugal via the cassette syatem. Only the foreign workers 
employed at Cahors Bassa have access to these showings. 


Tne neighborhoods of the settlement. The internal lanes linking all points. 
The echool, The police station. The pharmacy. The sewage treatment 


station. The swinming pool. Songo has almost everything one needs to live. 


The greatest effort made to keep the cesident population satisfied is in 


supplying the supermarkets, which we visited, having as our guide 

Seixas Ferreira, the man responsible for supplies for the town of Songo and 
for providing the materia ede for the operation of the enterprise, in 
particular with gard to epare parts ‘he supermarkets have almost every- 
thing, although more selective! ha ne would find in their Lisbon 
counterpari rhe are eve muese wines, imported sausage and 

msgnioc meal. And in @ country where, as we have seen in earlier reports, 


the shortage of some foodstuffs is a primary problem, not even meat, 
thicken or fish is lacking. ‘Songo is the only place in Mozambique where 
there has never been a shortage of bread," Seixas Ferreira explained, 
stopping in front of the giant loaves on the well-stocked shelves of the 


bakery. 


ivery(hing or almost everything comes in huge trucks from South Africa, 
while Mozambique is unable to master the supply crisis from which it is 
suffering. 





All of the workers at the enterprise have equal access to the products, 
some of which however are rationed. Apart from this, the other residents 
in the aroa, a8 well as administrative bodies, purchase in Songo supplies 
they cannot get eleewhere. 


It te not surprising that the word Songo has taken on an almost mythical 
ring in Mozambique, 


But it le not only within Songo iteelf that road transportation is avail- 
able. A fleet of 200 orange vehicles "commanded" by engineer 

Sousa Valea provides traneportation to Malawi, the easiest point of access 
to South Atrica, and thus to Lisbon, as well as irregular transportation to 
various points. Trucks, earth-moving machinery, cranes, light vehicles, 
and even boats and planes are kept in the workshops in Songo. It is a 
difficult task to keep the fleet, which was purchased from the ZAMCO, the 
trust which built the dam, running. 


The functioning of the vehicles became the more important when, thanks to 
the bombing of the bridges by the Rhodesian planes, railroad transportation 
was interrupted some time ago now. 


The war with Rhodesia was a harsh test for the personnel of the Cahora 
Bassa Hydroelectric Enterprise, because of the tension it meant for them 
all, but above all for the workers most directly involved with transporta- 
tion and exploration. The 900 kilometers of transmission lines on 
Mozambique territory carrying energy to South Africa were guarded by 

8 posts linked by radiocommunications, between which the orange vehicles 
of the hydroelectric complex patrolled. 


Neither the line to South Africa nor the enterprise vehicles, for obvious 
political reasons, have been molested by the forces which throughout the 
recent months and up to the Rhodesian ceasefire pursued their attacks on 
Mozambique territory. But worry and fear were not absent! 


The Rhodesian forces have even operated in the area of the dam, going so 
far as to launch attacks 12 kilometers from Songo, making pleasure trips 
impossible. ‘n the future, however, if things remain calm, the 250- 
kilometer-long artificial lake will be a prime site for tourist operations. 


3. The Dam 


Much has been written in Portugal, particularly prior to 1974, about Cahora 
Bassa. ‘The figures were publicized inexhaustibly. The dam is 170 meters 
high, 500,000 cubic meters of concrete were used in its construction, the 
total production of the 5 generator groups is 2,000 megawatts, etc, etc. 


All of this is well known. However, after the rivers of ink which flowed 
concerning the dam which, apart from its specific usefulness, was one more 
in the publicity projects of the regime, the Portuguese press fell silent 
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when it came to the vast complex of problems involved in this undertaking, 
wiich represents a debt of 30 million contos for our country, i.e. 3 contos 
for each Portuguese citizen, If this project had been built today, 
according to a reliable authority, it would have been budgeted, given the 
rise in costes, at 100 million, 


Since the majority of the foretgnere fled, it is the Portuguese who hold 
he "secrets" of the project, which according to the terms of the agree- 
ment signed when independence was won, they are to pass on to the 


Mogambicans, so that they one day can take over the dam free of any burden. 
The overall dam project was Portuguese, and as is known, the trust which 
hbudle it dncluded the SOREPAME which, the technicians told me, built the 
project "absolutely as they wanted," earning themselves considerable 
preetige with international dam builders.

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BASTER WALKOUT FROM NATIONAL ASSEMBLY SALD THREATENED

(text) The Baster second-tier government has threatened to pull out of the 
National Assembly because of what it termed a move towards a unilateral 
declaration of independence, 


This was the gist of what the Baster Kaptein Mr Hans Diegaardt told a Press 
conference here, adding that the NA, as the central authority, was attempting 
to write a constitution piecemeal for SWA, 


This morning, Dr Ben Africa, Deputy President of the DTA and leader of the 
Basters in this body, reacted sharply to Mr Diegaardt's statement, 


Dr Africa said that Mr Diegaardt acted from the supposition that he was the 
sole representative of the Basters. 


"He must remember, there are four more Basters in the National Assembly," 
Dr Africa said, "No member of that body is an exclusive representative of 
his people. The National Assembly is the result of a one-man one-vote 
election and each political group constitutes of members of the different 
population groups. 


"We are losing credibility because of the fact that nothing is changing 
in the country, We have internal problems, many of our supporters are 
unheppy with the present state of affairs and we have a poor image as 
leading party in the National Assembly. But we do not have the machinery 
to our disposal to bring about the necessary change, 


"The mere fact that AKTUR seems to be satisfied with the present situation 
should be a warning to us. We will have to start doing *h’*gse to win «he 
confidence of the people, Giving executive powers of the National Assembly 
will merely enable us to become more constructive. It has nothing at all 
to do with moving towards a unilateral declaration of independence. The AG 
will etill heve the final say together with the AG's Council, which is an 
autonomous body." 
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io hie statement Mr Diegaardt's threat was based on the fact that the National 
Asvembly would soon be given executive powers. He reiterated that his govern- 
ment wae opposed to the proposed division of powers and functions between the 
National Assembly and the various ethnic second tier governments in the 
Territory and said that a National Assembly with executive powers could only 
reault in further chaos and discord, 


"If we accepted the proposals, it would be a retrogressive step instead of a 
etep forward,” Mr Diegaardt said, "We are now only interested in an inter- 
nationally acceptable, or, at least, peaceful settlement in the Territory," 


"We feel that the proposals are a move towards UDI and that a constitution 
ie being written piecemeal for SWA,"' 


lie added that executive powers should remain in the hands of the SA govern- 
ment or its AG in the Territory until such time as SWA became independent. 


"Ie should not be given to the National Assembly or any other interim 
zovernment or any other authority in the Territory," 


Mr Diegaardt said the Rehoboth Basters would accept the National Assembly 
‘€ 1t was more representative of the people. 


"The Basters would also be the first to accept an interim government if it 
means progress, the upliftment of the people, peace and stability in the 
Territory. 


"But so far there has been no progress, especially in the case of the Black 
and Brown people,” he said. 


The opening up of forwerly exclusively White residential areas and public 
amenities to other races was not enough, 


“What is needed is equal economic opportunities and improved living conditions

U.S. ATTITUDE ON UN, SOUTH AFRICA SITUATION ANALYZED

ment Heat on SA/SWA To Be Intensified?"]

WHAT ARE US rela- 
tions with SA and SWA 
likely to be now that Cyrus 
Vance has bowed out as US 
Secretary of State? 

Indications are that the 
status quo will be maintained 
until after the presidential elec- 
tion in November but it is pos- 
sible that there will be a strong 
turn-on of diplomatic heat. 

The decisive factor of 
course is the SA Govern- 
ment's reply to UN Secretary 
General Kurt Waldheim’s 
recommendation to the UN 
Security Council that there 
should be no further delay in 
the SWA issue. 

SA will almost certainly tell 
Waldheim that it is not 
prepared to budge an inch, 
that it is not prepared to make 
any further concessions in the 
dispute. This stand will ob 
viously be widely endorsed in 
SWA. 

The continuation of the 
deadlock will predictably place 
the US along with the other 
Western Five countrics in a 
spot. They will probably feel 
obliged to accede to Frontline 
‘State and OAU demands for a 
UN mandatory economic em- 
bargo against SA but will feel 
restricted for these reasons: 
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O The Western Five don't 


really have a strong case 
against SA over the SWA is- 
sue, certainly that warrants 
total sanctions; 

@ The economic effects on 
the UK, West Germany and 
France will be disastrous; 

@ The economic effects on 
the rest of Southern Africa will 
also be disastrous, with severe 
political repercussions for the 
Western Five; 

@ It will be extremely costly 
to effectively impose the em- 


bargo; 

@ it will not be in the West's 
strategic interests to throw SA 
and SWA to the wolves; 

@ And there is no doubt 
about it that sanctions will 


‘harden the SA Government's 


current attitudes and convince 
it that it has no alternative but 
to seek self-sufficiency and 
isolation. This will obviously 
torpedo all future US Govern- 
ment influence on SA... 

It is vaguely possible that 
the Carter Administration 
may want to go it alone to ap- 
pease the Third World, but on 
balance this is unlikely. The 
US has attempted this sort of 
strategy on international in- 
volvement in the Moscow 
Olympic Games. 








And even if the US did 
choose to go along that path, 
the effects on SA would be 
lumited. In fact it is not impos- 
sible for the US to be even 
harder hit than SA and SWA. 

SA may for example be 
tempted to expropriate the 
R2b plus of US investments in 
SA. The SA Government 
could in addition expropnate 
the R3b plus held in SA by 
Americans in the form of 
securiues and bank loans. This 
will naturally have terrific 
wr reverberations in the 


"ke could also refuse to sup- 
ply several critical minerals to 
the US, among them chrome, 
manganese, industrial dia- 
monds, vanadium and 
platinum. 

Moreover, the prohibition of 
US investment to SA is unlike- 
ly to deprive it of any signifi- 


cant foreign investment. The 


R30m — R50m annual flow to 
SA amounts to less than 0,5 
percent of total investment in 
SA. The loss to SA of it could 
be made up by simply raising 
the price of gold by little more 
than a dollar an ounce. 

Not that it is significant to 
the US as such, but the US 
would lose well over Rib a 

year if its exports to SA stop- 
aor A substantial proportion 
of this constitutes purchases 
by US subsidiaries in SA from 
the US. 

It is however my guess that 
the Carter Administration will 
be reluctant to rock the boat 
this year, particularly with it 
being an election year. The 
Administration has already 
burnt its fingers in the Iranian 
issue wilh an apparent conse- 
quential swing to the nght. 

With Vance now out of the 
way, it seems that the chief 
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‘architect of US foreign policy 
will be National Security Ad- 
viser Zbignew Brzezinski. It 
was indeed because Brzezinski 
predominated in winning Jim- 
my Carter's car that Cyrus 
Vance resigned. 

The policy line that he is 
likely to take on SA and SWA 
is not clear. He is considerably 
more rightwing than Vance 
but he is known to prefer 
dramatic public confrontauon 
to background diplomacy, and 
if he applies this to SA-SWA 
as weil, it could cause substan: 
tial new strains. 

Vance was undoubtedly a 
good friend of ours, as far as 
US liberals go. He was partly 
instrumental in forging the 
Pretoria agreement on SWA in 
April 1978 and he won the 
confidence of PM Piet Botha 
in the crisis that followed six 
months later. 

He also, for example, re- 
jected advice from the US 
State Department's top 
African “experts” to take a 
compromise position between 
Henry Kissinger’s reluctance 
to pressure SA to abandon its 
separate development policy 
and Carter's desire to place 

the US openly on the side of 
Black majority rule. 

It was Vance who also suc- 
cessfully persuaded Carter to 
moderate his human rights 
campaign against SA. 

The campaign should by no 
means be abandoned, Vance 
advised, but it should be con 
ducted less stridentiy, it should 
be applied to other countries 
(including the Soviet Union) 
and it should be pushed 
through private diplomatic 
channels whenever that ap- 
proach looked more promis. 
ing. Above all, it must be 
squared with —— US 
security interests. 
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It was indeed significant 
that Vance chided former UN 
Ambassador Andrew Young 
for making untrue statements 
about the status of the SA 
Government, even though he 
(Vance) had the highest regard 
for the loquacious Black 
American. 

The likely consequences for 
SA and SWA of the appoint. 
ment of Senator Edward 
Muskie as Vance’s successor 
is difficult to determine. 

Muskie seems to have the 
same ideological outiook as 
Vance but is perhaps far more 
emotionally charged than his 
predecessor, which of course 
could be adverse to ourselves. 
Muskie's quick temper and im- 
passioned oratory cost him th: 
Democratic presidential 
nomination in 1972. 

US foreign policy after the 
presidential election is difficult 
to forecast and obviously de- 
pends on who wins. It goes 
without saying however that 
the cursed State Department 
will do everything possible to 


maintain intense heat on SA 


and SWA. 

The only real options that 
will be available to Carter and 
Reagan will be to tone up that 
heat or tone : down, that is if 
they are unhappy about the 
Status quo being maintained. 
But to buck one of America’s 
strongest bureaucracies and to 
turn the heat off completely is 
both unlikely and perhaps 
even impossible. 

1 daresay the State Depart- 
ment is also a prisoner, a 
prisoner of the mighty Eastern 
Board liberal Press. It will re- 
quire a mighty § strong 
Westerner to crack that nut, 
which is undoubtedly the im- 
possible. 

Against these forces it is 
imperative .hat we survive!

“Since then, there has been 
no new announcement and 
nothing has changed,” sources 
said.

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FIRST-HAND ACCOUNT OF BUSHMAN SEARCH FOR CUBANS 
Paris LE FIGARO MAGAZINE in French 19 Apr 80 pp 67-68, 72-73, 75

| Text | Haven for Angolans fleeing "the socialist model," 
Namibia, renowned for its mineral wealth, is a 
prize the Soviets lust for, and attack by their 
Cuban proxies. Defending it is the South Afri- 
can army and a little people "who fear only 
lions": the Bushmen. For the first time a 
French reporter goes tracking with them. 


The t’'ny Cessna plunged toward a bend in the Okavango, a fat, 
lazy river. Chris Schutte, the pilot, is an ace. We skimmed 
the ripples only 2 or 3 meters from clumps of elephant grass. 

I was busy looking for the noble pachyderms. Chris was giving 
any unusual movement careful scrutiny. You have to watch out 
for terrorists here: they'd use us for targets. At the tip of 
a minuscule island two gigantic hippopotami snooze in the sleepy 
current. 





Our surroundings are on the grandiose side. An endless expanse 
of earth flat as a billiard table, covered in a slightly paler 
green with a touch of yellow here and there. The landscape 

looks desolately empty, but don't let that fool you. There are 
crocoiiles here, and boa constrictors, and communist guerrillas 
from SWAPO and the MPLA (Sam Nujoma's South West African People's 
Organization, founded by the communists in 1957, and the People's 
Movement for Angolan Liberation, whose founder, Agostinho Neto, 
died [perhaps murdered! in a Moscow hospital). 


Angola lies there, beneath our wings, mysterious, wild, fascina- 
ting with all its tribes, all its political factions, all its 
cutthroats who never weary of killing one another. A bath of 
blood and want, the result of Portuguese decolonization. 
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We tollow the narrow (§0 x 400 km) ribbon of the Caprivi strip 
ae tar as Zambezia. This peculiar appendix that sheima Rhodesia 
separates Angola and Zambia from Botawana. Ii is 4 meaningless 
frontier that corresponds to nuthing, except perhaps the Loth- 
century battles for influence between William IT and his cousin, 
Queen Victoria, 


At Kat‘rs Malilo there have been hot skirmishes between Reds and 
Sout! §° .cans. The most worrisome thing, though, is that right 
now t.e <ussians are airlifting a great many Cubans into Zambia, 
along with some East Germans and a lot of equipment, including 
tanks, MIGs, and artillery. This is the first time Moscow has 
concentrated so much force in thie region bordering on Zimbabwe. 


Now we are heading full speed to the South, still flying low and 
fast to escape machinegun fire. We are following a ditch dug 
through the scrubby forest. A barbed wire fence three meters high 
runs down like a straightedge for 1,000 kilometers to the Orange 
River, boundary of South Africa. To the East lies Botewana, all 
but completely desert, where the Soviets have already built a 
huge embassy. To the West is Namibia, what used to be German 
Southwest Africa, turned over to Pretoria by the League of Na- 
tions: half again as large as France, with a million inhabitants 
(600,000 Ovambos, 300,000 Hereros and Kavangos, 100,000 whites — 
Afrikaans, British, and Germans -- plus a few more black mino- 
rities. Straddling both of them is Bushman country. At regular 
intervals iron ladders are provided to allow the aborigines to 
cross the fence and continue their ancestral migrations. One 
more turn, and we set down in Tsumkwe, capital of the region, on 
an unpaved dirt runway, with four straw huts, a dozen army tents, 
six permanent houses, 11 whites including five blond children, 
all of them surrounded by Bushmen, who were, we learned, from the 
Mbarakwengo tribe. 


Stone Age 


The Bushmen live here in brushland desert as they Lived 10,000 
years ago, practically naked save for a few leather straps around 
their loins. Ethnologists tell us that they were here millions 
of years before there were any blacks at all. There are still 
some 50,000 of them left. They are the most primitive people on 
earth. They do not speak, but make gutteral sounds. They eat 
fruits, grubs, worms, and game. They are very fond of honey, 
which they scrape out of hollow trees. They fear only lions, 
which they will fight when there is no other way out. They are 
hunters. Their preferred game consists of giraffes, zebra, wild 
boar, ostriches, birds, snakes, tortoises, antelopes and gazelles, 
kudu, gemsbock, springbok and oryx with their black-and-white 
muzzies and their long, straight horns. They slice the meat into 
thin scallops which they dry in the sun. They cook only the head 








of larger game, which they bake in great ember-filled pits and 
then feast on the brain, 


Nothing is wasted. They use the offal, stomach, tripes, bones, 
akull, and hide. You can smell one of their camps, made of small 
hute of green branches covered with dried grass, at a great dia- 
tance. They are small people, barely 1.5 meters tall, black and 
ellowish in color. Some of them have the high, prominent cheek- 
ones and slanting eyes of Asians. They live in small bands. 
They have no chiefs. Their decisions are made by group consensus. 
They have few children, but they take very good care of them. 
Childron very quickly learn to take part in all community acti- 
vities, with only one exception: when the adults are making the 
poison for their arrows. They dig holes more than a meter deep 
to find poisonous worms. The Bushmen's only weapons are bows 
and short spears tipped with bone and obsidian. They do live in 
the Stone Age. Yet, unlike what one might think, they are gen- 
tle, shy, emotional, and dreamy. They are nimble as monkeys, and 
savage toward their enemies. They are wonderfully gifted track- 
ers. This is why the South Africans use some of them to hunt 
down terrorists. 


It is nighttime now, the sky studded with stars. Suddenly a drum 
begins to beat, far away. Chris and I, following a guide, plunge 
into the all-but-invisible brush, running in the direction of the 
sound, which grows steadily louder. A shadow that looks immense 
looms up before us. "A lion," says the guide. At last we stum- 
ble onto a group of miniature men. Their eyes gleam like those 
of hyenas. They had sensed our approach even before we had spot- 
ted them, and they knew we were not hostile. The grins that 
bared their dazzlingly white teeth -- they polish them with 

twigs -- were meant to be friendly. 


We join the circle, lighted by a smouldering campfire. I can 
pick out some uniforms. The trackers. This group has already 
had some contact with civilization. They are dressed in bits 

of this and that, the men wearing felt hats, the women in short, 
multicolored dresses. They look like pictures of the Maya. 

They sing, rhymithically, hunting songs. The babies are attached 
to their mothers with strips of canvas. Not one of them cries. 
Only one woman dances. And we move back out into the night, 
heading for our camp and our mosquito nets. 


Here we are on patrol with the Bushmen, along the Angolan border. 
The little men make no sound. They communicate by signals. 

They bend low over the ground to scrutinize a track. Further on 
we cross the path of some cavalry patrols of black and white 
soldiers who have just engaged an enemy unit. Our group takes up 
its position in the tall grass along the river, ready to open 
fire. On the Angolan bank we can see three soldiers washing their 
Clothes. With the glasses we can make out their tattered uni- 
forms and their Kalashnikovs (Russian machine-pistols) which they 
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carry butteend up in bandoliers. The village acrose the vr ver, 
Calais, was wiped out by an attack of anticommunist guerrillas 
from Jonas Savimbi's UNITA, which is steadily gaining in strength. 
Only a few bullet-riddled walle are still standing, covered with 
graffiti and with red-painted MPLA initials. They have spotted 
us. Trey look at us warily, but nobody fires. 


We head back for Rundu, not far away. It ia a little town laid 
out in ruler-straight grids, well kept, with a modern hospital 
and shops tilled to bursting. There is everything imagineable 
to be had, and the blacks buy a lot. Each house has a garden 
planted with tropical flowers, or a well-watered lawn. The town 
is surrounded by a defensive line of S2-mm mortars. The refugee 
camp is 4 hive of bustle. Refugees are pouring in <= Angolans 
voting with their feet. A million and a half of them have al- 
ready fled tie "socialist paradise." More than 100,000 of them 
have arrived in Namibia thus far. There is no Berlin Wall here. 
The South African government and the International Red Cross 
take care of them. They arrive exhausted and starving. Many 
are shot down as they cross the river by the communist troops. 
The problem of resettling them is a hard one: they speak only 
Portuguese, sometimes a Little French. 


Their stories leave no room for doubt. In Angola there is only 
poverty and killing everywhere. Everything is lacking <- food, 
medicine, housing, work. The schools are closed, The Russians 
are dumping their obsolete weapons in exchange for raw materials. 
One fact strikes home: tens of thousands of blacks are coming 
to seek asylum in Namibia, and more than a million people from 
the neighboring socialist countries are coming to look for work 
in South Africa, the “land of apartheid," which nobody is flee- 
ing. 


Continual Comings and Goings 


By short hops we come to Okakarara, in Herero country. There 
the women wear long bright-colored gowns made of West German 
cotton prints, and odd anvil-shaped hats. The girls go about 
their duties bare-breasted, and smiiing children traipse cu- 
riously after you. Nobody begs. The government is building 
little houses with gardens for the natives, as well as churches, 
swimming pools, community centers, and shopping centers. You 
see an occasional policeman, most of them black, as ramrod-stiff 
as their colleagues at Buckingham Palace. 


Things are not so calm, though, further West, in Oshivelo, at 
Ondangwa in Ovambo country, where communist infiltration is move 
frequent because tie terrain lends it self to that sort of thing 
and because it is more densely populated. Sixty percent of Na- 
mibia's people in fact live in this 400-by-100-km zone. SWAPO 





guerrillas mount regular attacks in samall groups, all in uni- 
form. Theee are Lightening suicide missions, because the Pre- 
toria troops do not make it easy tor them. The Reds kill mainly 
their fellow-blacks. The fact is that the same people Live on 
both sides of the border. Despite the danger, there is continu- 
al coming and going across it. People on the Angola side come 
into Namibia for provisions, or to settle permanently. People 
from Namibie go into Angola to sell food and merchandise to the 
"people across the way." In short, it is a wide open frontier, 
doubtless the best way to prove that communism has nothing to 
offer except poverty and summary executions. 


The tactics of the Russians, who invaded Angola while the Ameri- 
cans were napping, call for making people believe that SWAPO is 
the sole legitimate representative of the Namibian people. The 
1978 elections proved the contrary. The people voted en masse 
for the moderate solution of a black and white government, in 
spite of the revolutionaries’ orders to stay away from the polls. 
SWAPO, which is financed by Moscow, but also by the UN, the Scan- 
dinavians, the Canadians, and some of the protestant churches, is 
calling today for withdrawal of South African troops and instal- 
lation of military camps for its guerrilla fighters, as happened 
in Laos for the Pathet Lao. We know what ensued there: Laos no 
longer exists. 


The whole maneuver is stitched together with Red thread. The 
Russians don't give a damn about the "tchorny jopy" (black-ass), 
as they call the Africans. They want only to get their hands on 
Namibia's wealth, its more than 50 mines yielding strategic pro- 
ducts, including uranium from the Rossing mine, the biggest in 
the world. This country and South Africa are far and away the 
top owners of world resources in six products vital to the eco- 
nomic might of the West: platinum, %6 percent; chromium, 83 
percent; vanadium, 64 percent, plus gold, manganese, and fluo- 
rite. They are in third place for uranium reserves. They have 
vast quantities of diamonds, and an inexhaustible supply of coal 
(75 percent of their energy source). They even make gasoline 
out of coal (50 percent of all they use). Twenty percent of 
France's uranium comes from here. We buy coal here, because it 
costs less delivered at Dunkerque than it would to mine it in 
France. By way of smalil-talk, we might add that a lot of that 
"Sologne" venison that is the boast of the epicurean restaurants 
is in fact Namibian gazelle meat. 


No Genocide Here 


"One man, one job." (Is the KGB's “one man, one vote" formula, 
parrotted by all of South Africa's detractors, to be merely re- 
spected in a lot of countries? Who could believe that elections 
in communist countries are real reflections of the will of the 
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people? How can anybody at the same time withold United Nations 
membership from Transkei and Lesotho and grant it to the Ukraine 
and Byelorussia, on the grounds that the Latter are wholly inde- 
pendent nations?) The wealth of South Africa today acts as a 
suction pump on all of southern Africa. The fact is that, Like 
it or not, the living standards of “Apartheid blacks" (not that 
apartheid is in any way defensible; it is merelya historical 
reality which is tending to disappear) is not only the higheat 
in Africa, but the highest in a good portion of Asia, Latin Ame- 
rica, and even the Soviet Union and ite satellites, if you don't 
wo by the official statiatics. There is no genocide here, no 
tamine, no epidemics, whereas the rest of the Dark Continent 

has lost millions of lives to such scourges, has been through 

37 coups d'etat and six foreign invasions in 10 years, and 42 

of its 49 countries are governed by dictators or by bloodthirsty 
tyrants. 


As you stroll along the Kaiserstrasse, Beethovenstrasse, or Goer- 
ingstrasse (not named for the great Nazi field marshall, but for 
his father, who was governor of the African Southwest) in Wind- 
hoeck, capital of Namibia, every one clean as a new penny; or 
crouching in a hut in the brush with the Bushmen trackers to go 
hunting Cubans, listening to the bursts of fire around us, or 

at Omega, a tiny garrison at the back of beyond, there to pro- 
tect a particular conception of life, you understand truly that 
our civilization is in danger, that we must rethink all our 
problems, and that it is time to wake up.

[Text) In our article of January 21 we described Niger's economic pros- 
pects based on its uranium wealth, and forecast that ONP growth could 
average close to 10 percent during most of the decade. On February 5 the 
Planning Minister released the first details of Niger's 1979-83 five-year 
plan calling for investment of CFA Fr. 730 bn. (approx. L1.5 bn.) in 1979 
prices: and a planned growth rate of 9.5 percent p.a. over the period. 


Just under one-half of this total is expected to come from private sources, 
mostly for the huge mining investments in uranium and coal (see previous 
article). Together with some public investment the mining sector accounts 
for 55 percent of the total

The main priorities of the Plan are, not surprisingly, to exploit the 
country's mineral wealth, to become self-sufficient in food, to reduce 
Niger's geographic teolation and to increase the numbers of qualified per- 
sonnel. 


Though most Sahelian countries have had insufficient rain this season, 
Niger has been more fortunate. Thus its cereal production, mainly millet 
and sorghum, will just about cover its needs. However, Niger still im- 
porte some 30,000 tons of rice, and its population is growing at a rate 
of 2.7 per cent p.a. Modest and attainable growth targets are set for 
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the main cereal crops, to keep pace with population growth; and it te hoped 
to eliminate the rice deficit by more than doubling production from 23,000 
tons (1978-79) to 60,000 tons in 1983. The likelihood of this being 
achieved depends on the success of numerous small irrigation projects 

being developed mainly along the banks of the River Niger, 


Food crops are by far the most important, politically and economically, for 
Niger; but Niger also had important cotton and groundnut crops which have 
never recovered to their predrought levels. Ambitious targets for these 
crops are projected in the plan (production rising from 80 to 120,000 tons; 
and from 4,000 to 12-15,000 tone for groundnuts and cotton respectively). 
Groundnut production has been growing slightly in recent years, but has 
been badly affected by disease. This factor will determine whether the 
target can be met. Cotton production is in a much more serious state. 
Acreage, yield and output fell consistently throughout the previous decade 
and very radical steps would have to be taken if the trend is to be reversed 
go dramatically. 


Turning to the infrastructure plans, the single most important project is 
the conetruction of a rail-link from Niamey to Parakou in Benin which is 

the present terminus of the line to Cotonou on the coast. The total cost 

of this could be as much as CFA Fr 60 bn. At present the two countries are 
looking for backers to finance the detailed engineering plans. The question 
is not whether the project will go ahead, but how quickly. It almost cer- 
tainly will not be complete before 1983. 


The other main projects to reduce Niger's isolation are completion of the 
road link to the north and construction of other roads linking Niamey with 
Upper Volta, Togo and Benin and Nguigmi to the east beside Lake Chad. 


It ia the fourthprincipal aim of the plan, in the education sector, which 
holds the key to success. In 1978 only 18 percent of Niger's school-age 
children (6-14 years) were in school, and very much fewer reachNiger's 

sole university which was only opened in 1971. By 1983 it is planned that 
25 percent of Niger's primary age children will be in school. The shortage 
of skilled manpower, rather than finance, is likely to provide the main 
obstacle to the achievement of the plan. Public sector investment is planned 
to double from CFA Fr. 42.6 bn. in 1979 to CFA Fr. 88.1 bn. in 1981 and 
this will place enormous strain on an administration which is already 
stretched. Nevertheless, the main investments in the productive sec- 

tors of the economy, in particular the uranium mines, are unlikely to 
suffer. These are mostly underway, and are being undertaken by private 
companies unimpeded by administrative bottlenecks. 


The plan's target growth rate of 9.[figure illegible] percent p.a. up to 
1983 is probably rather optimistic, since the new mines will only just 

be coming on stream then. But any such estimates must be approximate 

if only because of the uncertainty as to what Niger's present national 
income is. The plan estimates 1978 GDP at CFA Fr. 380bn. or roughly $310 
per caput; while the World Bank's estimate is very much lower--only $330. 
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Finally, it te worth noting the magnitude of effort that is being devoted 
to the new social structure that the President is planning to establish 
over the next five years. The category “other public investment” con- 
sinste substantially of the expenditure required to set up the new adminis- 
trative and social system, While the detaile are currently being worked 
out by a National Commission, the intention is to create a hierarchy of 
development councils down to the village level which will both mobilise 
the population for greater development work, and allow some participation 
in deciaion making.

EAST COAS: \ °’AMATION--The first stage of the Government's East Coast 
Reclamation project will be started soon by workers of the Full Employment 
Scheme. They will carry out provisional walling work on the reclaim from 
Victoria to the International Airport, said a spokesman for the scheme. The 
approximate area to be reclaimed is about 3.5 square kilometers, which will 
reduce the distance between Victoria and the airport. The length of the 
new road from Le Chantier to the existing road by the airport will be 7./7 
km compared to the existing one of 8.5 km. The depth of the fill will be 
2.5 metres and the total volume of fill required will be about 8.75 million 
cubic metres. The reclaiming will require a dredger slightly larger than 
the Nassau.

INTERNAL CHANGE BEST INSURANCE AGAINST ZIMBABWE THREAT

[Text] The war in Zimbabwe is over. The revolution has begun. It could 
change the sociopolitical climate in South Africa faster than riots or pro- 
tests at home, or any battles in Namibia. The importance of developments 
across the Limpopo, therefore, can hardly be overemphasised. What happens 
in the coming months in Salisbury may, for good or ill, later change the 
lives of every South African. Each reader interested in his or her own 
future in Bradpan, Lenasia, Sandton or Soweto should be looking to the north 
from this moment. 


The Zimbabwe revolution is a social as well as political and economic one. 
It ie like no other experience in Africa so far. African socialiem walks 
hand-in-hand with Western capitalism. "“Nonracieam" has taken the place of 
white domination and black nationaliem. The amalgam of opposing interests 
and pressures ia unique...but probably unreal. Nevertheless, given the 
goodwill of the majority of the people, it could last until a more stable 
political formula has evolved. Miraculously, after years of war, the 
goodwill which Rhodesia created years ago has not disappeared. it is now 
possible to believe that Zimbabwe could lead the world in social evolution, 
bringing prosperity to all its inhabitants. 


It is also possible to see chaos around the corner. 
One Option 


Prosperity presupposes peace, which in turn means no aggression by Zimbabwe 
on South Africa, either directly or through guest agents. It is the most 
optimistic scenario we can expect: a peaceful neighbour preoccupied with 
raising black standards (inevitabiy lowering some white ones) and contribut- 
ing new stability and new wealth to southern Africa. Yet even this is not 
enough. Even if Zimbabwe remains neutral or pro-West while she grows into 
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the leader of a strong economic bloc across the waist of the continent, 
South Africa will be attacked by others from without and within--unless 
we radically alter our racially atratified society soon, 


Some Afrikaner Rhodesians who are prepared to become Zimbabweane after 
fighting the war there, have thie warning for compatriots in Pretoria: "You 
have little time left, When your security forces start digging up caches 
of arma, then you are already into Phase } of guerrilla warfare. You 
should know that the celle have already been organised; the local populace 
in already ‘on side’; the structure for war has already been created," 


To avold a bitter war, to prevent what communists like to believe ts the 
"inevitable aweep of history,” South Africa needs to adapt NOW--<or die. 
Radical change cannot be postponed if we are to avoid violent solutions. 


One Solution 


But there is a worse scenario. Should extremist pressures on Zimbabwe, both 
from within and from the north, be too much for even a temporarily moderate 
Mugabe policy, the country's economy will collapse, a black civil war might 
begin to flare, and real communistic forces will rush to feed the flames. 
Chaos and extremism would come to Zimbabwe--and there would be a huge 
temptation for neighbouring white South Africa to retreat into a racially 
exclusive cul-de-sac. 


That instinctive reaction would be fatal. Instead, South Africa should 

make itself independent of political stability across its borders. The 

only way to do so is to have broad-based loyalty at home. And the only 

way to create that common loyalty in time is to introduce a political and 
social “revolution” voluntarily--before the onset of black extremism and 

war. Things are urgent. We cannot afford to dither, or to be held to ransom 
by those whites who are too stupid to share, too frightened to move, or too 
apathetic to care.

Mr Mugabe's first utterances have manifested a certain measure 
of realism, which does offer some hope for our neighboring na- 
tion, Besides, his country receives immediate assistance from 
the United Nations and from countries such as Britain and the 
United States--assistance which, although not particularly im- 
pressive, could help keep the former Rhodesia going in the be- 
ginning. 
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Yet it must be remembered that the "freedom fighters" who have 
now taken over the Government of this country had previously 
made all kinds of big, beautiful promises to their followers, 


fut now those followers are already being warned that they 
must not expect heaven on earth, Thus at this early date 
the inflated expectations are impossible to fulfill; so what 
can we expect in the future? 


These are not the only realities of an independent Zimbabwe, 
There is always the reality of South Africa, from which Mr 
Mugrabo had to import corn immediately after his return from 
the Lusaka summit conference, which was directed at making 
his country and others less economically dependent on South 
Africa, 


The Mugabe Government itself will have to show how it can live 
with the realities of Southern Africa and make a positive con- 
tribution in the interests of the entire region, South Afri- 
ca's declared policy is one of good neighborliness, as long as 
there is a stable and orderly Government in Zimbabwe, Neigh- 
borliness, however, must be practiced on both sides,

And yet there is a great difference, Kenyatta was not a Marx- 
ist. He was not bound to an ideology that left open the ques- 
tion of his showing his true colors again later on, Once he 
had committed himself to the exercise of moderation, he then 
persevered in it to the end of his days. 


Idi Amin 


Whatever reservations one may have about Mr Mugabe, it is ob- 
vious that he intends to begin in a pragmatic way by doing 
everything in his power to guarantee peace and progress in 
his country. He wants to attain this goal not through black 
radicalism, but by the greatest measure of moderation and co- 
operation possible, 
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With the many lessons already being taught by this neighbor of 
South Africa, such moderation becomes one of the easiest signs 
to overlook, There are too many people who do not see beyond 
the radicalism and violence that preceded Zimbabwe's assump- 
tion of independence, 


Those who do look further will reflect upon this lesson: a na- 
tion composed of a large number of ethnic groups has no other 

option but to cultivate to the highest possible degree a spi- 

rit of mutual cooperation, 


In Africa, particularly in the former French colonies, there 
are leaders who make use of this fact, Let us call theirs the 
Jomo Kenyatta approach, because he was the first black to make 
such effective use of it, Then, of course, the opposite style 
is exemplitied by Idi Amin, 


In South Africa the political struggle is similarly concerned 
with radicalism and violence as opposed to peace and coopera- 
tion. These are the choices which face the nation: Will the 
moderates succeed in coming to an agreement, or are the advo- 
cates of violence going to have their way?

Avoid Blood Bath 


The question is rightly being asked whether terrorism and wars 
such as have occurred in Kenya, Rhodesia and elsewhere cannot 
be avoided by working together in a spirit of mutual accep- 
tance, It is for this reason that moderates continue to search 
for the road that leads straight to peace, without a prior de- 
tour through a blood bath, 





Yor the most part, the whites realize that they must make con- 
cessions as they devote themselves to this task, They will 
not achieve success if they try to do and to give as little as 
possible of themselves, For that will not be enough, They 
will only get results if they are ready to go as far as pos- 
sible, 


Only Fools 


If the support of the great mass of moderate coloreds in the 
country is to be won over, they must have tangible evidence 
that cooperation is worth their while, For if it is worth- 
while, then only fools will prefer the road that leads to vi- 
olence, chaos and senseless desolation, 


The latter will always be with us, nonetheless, because there 


are always those who hope to gain personal status and profits 
from violence, But the challenge is precisely to isolate 
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these people, in order to reduce their number to a minimum and 
seo to it that their preachings of violence fall upon deaf ears, 


This is the test that South Africa will have to pass if it doos 
not want to slip over the edge of the abyss, 


Comical 


Incidentally, this is the point of contention that lies at the 
root of the present discord within the Progressive Federal Par- 
ty. That is why it is so surprisingly comical to hear Dr Van 
/yi Slabbert say that the difference of opinion within that 
party is nothing serious,

One of the greatest problems facing the mutual acceptance of 
the plan is the proposed demilitarized zone along the northern 
border of SWA, At the present moment, no guarantees satisfac- 
tory to South Africa have been forthcoming, while the monitor- 
ing of SWAPO bases in other countries has become an ever great- 
er bone of contention, 


Besides, it must be remembered that, although the buffer zone 
has dominated recent discussions in the negotiations with the 
United Nations, the entire settlement plan is a detailed docu- 
ment which has managed to produce other, more serious prob- 
lems, especially since devious actions on the part of other 
authorities have come to the surface after South Africa had 
accepted the original plan quite some time ago, 


The SWA problem has grown worse because of statements such as 
the one made last weekend by SWAPO leader Sam Nujoma, who let 
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it be known in Zimbabwe that SWAPO's terrorist attacks are go- 
ing to increase, To this end he is receiving aid from commu- 
nist countries, among them East Germany, And, he scoffs with 
poorly disguised threats, more and more citizens will now per- 
ish, 


This attitude of SWAPO serves to work against or at least ham- 
per a peaceful solution in SWA--at the very moment when, after 
the "solution" that some Western nations believe has been 
found in Zimbabwe, it is expected that the United Nations will

lText] The Government, whose communication with the so-called coloured 
community Ls so manifestly wanting, would do well to take heed of the 
memorandum on housing which was presented to the minister of community 
development yesterday by the Black Sash, acting in an endeavour to restore 
communication in this critical area. The housing crisis is only one mani- 
festation of the dislocation and social disruption which ideological na- 
tionalism has wrought since 1948. Its effects in the shape of unrest are 
readily apparent, as for example in the breakdown of order and discipline 
in the schools. 


The memorandum is disturbing. In spite of spectacular progress in mass 
housing construction at Mitchells Plain, Atlantis and elsewhere, the housing 
and environmental conditions of most coloured people in the Western Cape 
have deteriorated alarmingly over the past two decades--and are fast becom- 
ing intolerable. Families who have been on local authority housing lists 
since 1969 are still not properly housed--because priority is given to 
squatters who were placed on housing lists in 1974. Families in squatter 
camps are being rehoused in accommodation which is beyond their means. 
Families who are adequately housed in areas such as District Six are still 
being forced on ideological grounds to move long distances from their 
places of work--into houses which they too cannot afford. There is 

still appalling overcrowding of available housing, with all its associated 
evils. 


What is the answer? Mass housing construction cannot keep pace. The first 
thing to do is to stop ideological removals and then to scrap the group 
areas act, creating enough open residential areas to allow freedom of 
choice and widen the range of available housing. The acute problems in 
high-standard areas such as Mitchells Plain, which are often beyond the 
means of those needing housing, could be eased by government subsidy of 

the development costs of such areas, reducing the purchase price of 

houses, if the government is unable or unwilling to hear the genuine cries 
of distress in the coloured community, as sometimes appears, let it now 

at least heed this serious warning from a well-informed inter-racial con- 
tact group. Scrap the group areas act. As the memorandum says, bottled-up 
anger and resentment could find an outlet in mindless violence.

The Cillie Commission spoke of the unwillingness or the inabi-

Tragic 


Obviously then, one priority for white and brown community 
leaders alike is to make contact with these young people once

the problems go much deeper than the complaints now surfacing 
on the subject of education, The basic problem lies in the 
process of alienation that has affected many brown people, 
leading in some instances to the development of an aggressive 
attitude, 


The tragedy in all of this is that such a spirit is surfacing 
once again at a time when prospects for the brown community 
are as favorable as they have ever been. Perhaps this is hap- 
pening just because certain elements are going out of their 
way to sabotage any form of cooperation, 


What must be avoided at all cost is our supplying grist for the 
mills of those who have started them on this campaign of des- 
truction,. For a somber future awaits us if the grip of those 
forces is not broken, if they succeed in expanding their influ- 
ence and making meaningful communication still as impossible as 
it has always been in the past, 
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At stake is the relationship between all groups in the nation, 
a relationship that must never again be upset in ways which in

COLORED DEVELOPMENT CORPORATION--Following last year's R6ém investment in 
the development of independent coloured businessmen, the Coloured Develop- 
ment Corporation will, in future, employ outside capital and know-how on a 
partnership basis with coloured entrepreneurs. The aim will be to exploit 
business opportunities opening up in growth centres such as Mitchells Plain 
and Atlantis. The Group Areas Act states that larger department stores may 
not trade in coloured areas unless the controlling interest is in the hands 
of coloured shareholders. But there are not enough entrepreneurs to satis- 
fy the needs of the coloured community and to overcome this, therefore the 
capital and expertise of existing chain stores will have to be used if 
larger stores are to be provided. The corporation acts on behalf of the 
coloured community. In the period 1962 to September 1979 the corporation 
has invested a total of R51.9m. The largest sector, retailers, have bene- 
fitted to the extent of R5,2m in 242 outlets. Commercial buildings absorbed 
R4.8m and hotels R3,9m. But of 2 889 applications received, 846 were 
xranted and 66 remain under consideration. Out of the R3,6m approved for 
the corporation's own undertakings in the year to September 1979, R1,4lm was 
approved for the establishment of mixed companies for the Mitchells Plain 
city centre, and R1,06m to purchase Park Avenue Lingerie--a clothing factory 
in Diep River, Cape.

SWEDISH RAILWAY CARS--Sweden is to give Zambia K23.6 million aid for 
development projects for the year 1980/81. Swedish ambassador to Zambia, 
Mr Goran Hasselmark, said in Kabwe that the birth of Zimbabwe had now 
opened a new era for Zambia to develop. He was handing over 300 wagons 
worth Kll million, which were assembled at the Zambia Railways new workshop 
with Swedish aid, to Minister of Power, Transport and Communications General 
Kings ley Chinkuli on Wednesday. Zambia Railways was granted Kl.1 million 
to buy locomotive spare parts last year in addition to 185 wagons delivered 
between 1976 and 1978. He assured General Chinkuli that Sweden was prepared 
to give Zambia more aid for contingency planning in the transport sector. 
“Danger from the south has now ceased. After long, hard years of struggle, 
Zimbabwe is now free. This brings joy to us all,” he said. At a luncheon 
in honor of the ambassador and General Chinkuli, general manager of a 
Swedish company Ageve, Mr Sven Forsberg, said work on the wagons went as 
planned because of good cooperation from Zambia Railways. Apart from 
wagons, his company had supplied Zambia Railways with machines for the 
Kabwe workshop. Mr Forsberg said his company had trained 25 Zambians in 
Sweden who were making goods wagons at the workshop.

[Text] \NANCIAL GAZETTE has learned that the Salisbury City Council 
is to be cissolved and a municipal election will probably be held on October 25. 


Although nothing official has been announced, a source close to the council 
told THE GAZETTE that negotiations are underway as to the composition of the 
new council. The present council is believed to want a new administrative 
body made up of 17 black and 13 white councillors. However, representatives 
from the black urban councils want a new city council composed of 24 blacks 
and six whites. 


Compromise 


The source told THE GAZETTE that it is very probable that a compromise will 
be reached and a new council of 23 black and seven white councillors will be 
formed after the election. 


If the compromise solution is accepted, two black councillors would be elected 
from 11 wards with an additional councillor representing the smallest black 
ward. 7 


Five white wards would elect one councillor each and the industrial and 
commercial zones of the city would also be represented with one councillor 
a piece. 


THE FINANCIAL GAZETTE has also learned that the Marandellas City Council 
has agreed that, in future, it will be made up of nine black and six white 
councillors. 


Negotiations 


The Ministry of Local Government and Housing is also known to be conducting 
negotiations with the Bulawayo and Umtali municipal councils. 
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The mayor of Umtali, Councillor Phillips, told THE FINANCIAL GAZETTE that 
it has been proposed that nationwide municipal elections be held around 
the middle of October, but nothing definite had been agreed to. The com- 
position of the future Umtali Council has not yet been decided upon. 


A spokesman for the Bulawayo Municipality said that negotiations were also 
underway with Local Government and Husing, but could not give any details.

(Text] Zimbabwe had the potential of making a valuable contribution to the 
Lome Convention grouping to which it had been admitted, the Deputy Prime 
Minister, Mr Simon Mzenda, said here on Thursday. 


The Minister thanked delegates to the annual ministerial council meeting 
of the African, Caribbean and Pacific countries (ACP), with the European 
Economic Community (EEC), for accepting Zimbabwe's application, 


Mr. Mzenda said: "We have a lot to learn about the procedures and practices 
of your council, and as a new member it will be our duty to observe the 
proceedings and to take advice from those who have been involved in the 
affairs of the convention," 


He added: "We do however, believe Zimbabwe has a valuable contribution to 
make to the deliberations of your council and we look forward to playing 
our part at future meetings. 


Mr Mzenda, who is also the Minister of Foreign Affairs, headed the Zimbabwean 
delegation. His team consisted of the Minister of Commerce and Industry, 

Mr David Smith, and the Minister of Economic Planning and Development, Mr 
Bernard Chidzero. 


The Herald Africa News Service reports Zimbabwe will be sending a high 
level mission to Brussels shortly to begin negotiations with the European 
Economic Community following the acceptance of its request for accession 
to the second ACP-EEC convention. 


The Minister of Commerce and Industry, Mr David Smith, said the Zimbabwe 
delegation to the current annual ACP-EEC Council of Ministers meeting was 
convinced Zimbabwe could benefit considerably from participating in the 
Lome II agreement.

Mr Smith said the Zimbabweans had been overwhelmed by the friendliness of

(Text) Two new judges have been appointed to the High Court of Zimbabwe, 
They are Mr Justice L.S. Baron and Mr Justice E, Dumbutshena, 


Mr Justice Baron, who was Deputy Chief Justice of Zambia, becomes a judge 
of appeal along with Mr Justice B. Goldin. 


A statement yesterday by the Secretary for Justice said: "The Appellate 
Division now comprises a Chief Justice, yet to be appointed; the Judge 
President, Mr Justice J.R. Lewis; Mr Justice Baron and Mr Justice Goldin," 


It was also announced that Mr Justice Beck would be the Senior Puisne Judge. 
Mr Justice Dumbutshena becomes the country's first black judge. 


No mention was made in the statement of Mr Justice H.E. Davies, who was 
appointed a judge of appeal in September 1977. Mr Justice Davies will 
reach normal retiring age of 65 next month, 


Mr Justice Baron was a legal practitioner in Bulawayo from 1952 to 1967 
before going to Zambia as a legal drafteman, In 1971 he was made Judge 
President in the Zambian High Court, a title later changed to Deputy chief 
Justice, 


Mr Justice Dumbutshena was called to the Bar in in 1963 to 1967, and 
then in Zambia until 1977 when he returned home to resume his practice, 


Mr Justice Goldin came to Salisbury from South Africa in 1946, when he was 
admitted to the Rhodesian Bar and practiced until September 1964. He then 
became an acting judge. A year later he was appointed a full judge and 
has served in that capacity ever since, 

Mr Justice Beck was formerly a judge of the High Court.

(text) The Transport and General Workers' Union has submitted proposals 
for a wage structure and working conditions for its members to Mr Kumbirai 
Kangeai, the Minister of Labour and Social Services, 


"We are seeking a 4O-hour working week and a minimum of $25 a week for our 
members and the upgrading of grades le, 3 and 5. These will be phased out 
under the proposed new regulations," Mr Albert Mugabe, the general secretary 
of TGWU said in a statement yesterday. 


The proposals to the Minister recommended that a gratuity be paid after a 
continuous service of 12 months, and that in addition to the $10 monthly 
bonus which the union is asking, an additional two-week wage bonus at 
Christmas be approved in favour of its members. 


Mr Mugabe said at the moment only a certain number of employers were paying 
bonuses. "Not all of them operate bonus schemes and we feel it is unfair," 
he added, 


Allowance 


Other items included in the list of proposals are the provision of protective 
clothing and a subsistence allowance for employees in grades 1 to 9 and 14, 
who may have to work away from their place of employment. 


A 26-working-day leave is being sought for all employees under the new 
regulations as opposed to 12 working days' leave currently in force. 


Mr Mugabe said he was hoping the Minister would approve a scheme whereby 
employees would become eligible for sickness benefits after completing 
four weeks of continuous service. Present rules stipulate that an employee 
should have worked for six months before he can qualify for any sickness 
benefits.

[Text] The Prime Minister has set out in broad outline his Government's 
attitude to foreign investment. It seems to be a sensible and logical 
policy. 


As an independent, non-aligned nation, Zimbabwe wants trade with all 
quarters, but does not want to be beholden to anyone. 


In respect of its natural resources and present infrastructure, the country 
has much to offer the world, and provided there is a stable and contented 
labour force, it should attract many foreign investors. 


lt is not outrageous that these investors should be encouraged or even re- 
quired to plough back a reasonable proportion of their profits, or reinvest 
in other ways. Otherwise Zimbabwe could be giving more than it gets in 
return, and that is not the way to prosper. 


Mr Mugabe's reference to the desirability of majority shareholdings being 
inside the country would presumably mean the setting up of separate 
Zimbabwe-based companies, with shares available to the public, or taken up 
by an organisation like the Industrial Development Corporation, or by the 
Government. 


This should not be a deterrent for companies already operating in socialistic 
countries. 


When he opened Trade Fair, Mr Mugabe called himself a pragmatic politician. 
If the Government's detailed policy is as pragmatic on this subject as his 
outline indicates investors should not be frightened off as it appears each 
case would be considered separately. 


External investors must be responsible and committed to Zimbabwe. Other- 
wise they could be accused of commercial colonialism.

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GOVERNMENT MOVES TO CLOSE DOWN SQUATTER CAMP

(Text] The Government is to take steps to eradicate the Chirambahuyo 
squatter camp, outside Salisbury, and no further finance will be spent to 
develop the project, 


This was confirmed yesterday by the chief executive of the Chitungwiza 
Jrban Council, Mr Brin Elkington, within whose administrative area the 
camp has mushroomed since 1977, 


it is now estimated to be “home” to some 30 000 families, some of whom have 
already pulled down their shacks and left. 


ixpressing concern that many of the families were not in a financial 
position to move into low-cost housing being built in Seke and Zengeza, 
Mr Elkington said the Government must now decide "where these people are 
going to live in future," 


"My council has been officially advised that the Government has decided to 
take steps to remove the squatter camp, so therefore nothing further will 
be done for the refugees," 


Describing the housing shortage and the conditions in Chirambahuyo as a 
"nightmare," he said that an influx of "lodgers" had resulted in outdoor 
schools, where as many as 1 800 children attend classes sitting in the dust, 
without toilets, posing a serious health hazard, 


"Now these people must go, since they do not fit ! with the aw develop- 
ment plans. The image has been created by the Mozambique media that the 
camp is in the centre of Salisbury and this may have prompted the Govern- 
ment to act even more swiftly. 


He had heard that the refugees might be issued with questionnaire forms 


through ZANU (PF), asking them whether they would prefer to live on a 
collective farm, in a co-operative, or return to their tribal trust lands. 
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"We understand these forms will then be collected and analysed by the party 
before being handed over to the Ministry of Local Government and Housing 
for attention," 


The Chitungwiza Urban Council is building 8 000 “ultra low-cost, core," 
twoeroomed homes, of which 1 000 are already occupied and 3 500 are in 
various stages of construction, These are not available for rent but sell 
for less than $700 each on a 200 square metre stand, 


No deposit is required, but owners pay 54,82 for purchase each month plus 
$1,70 for roads, $6,50 for services and $1,40 for basic water consumption 
of about 13 600 litres each month, 


The $14 is beyond the means of most of the residents in the Chirambahuyo 
squatter camp, although Mr Elkington claimed that “there is plenty of money 
in the camp," 


During a tour of Chirambahuyo it became obvious that many people had left-- 
their former shacks were reduced to rubb'», About 70 families--out of 800-- 
living in the International Red Cross re. gee camp at Seke have returned 

to their rural homes, 


But generally the people appear uncertain about a new life in the tribal 
trust lands, 


"If there was a fertile place to plough I would have gone back to Mount 
Darwin, but there is only sandy soil there where I lived before,’ Mr Bernard 
Dumbura, who is unemployed, explained. 


Aware of the Government's plan to remove the camp, both Mrs Grace Kingstone, 
from Mrewa, and Mrs Jamet Makawana, of Melsetter, are hoping for one of the 
new low-cost Seke houses, 


With their husbands working in Salisbury, neither could see any future in 
"going back to our original homes." 


Faced with a housing back-log, Mr Elkington said "urban drift" 

was a natural phenomenon. A recent report on urban development in the main 
centres of Zimbabwe had stated that in view of the population influx prob- 
lem, it was going to be necessary to build three cities the size of Salisbury 
to cope with urban dwellers by the year 2000, 


"We have no records to show how many of these families now leaving the

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STRIKES AT WANKIE COLLIERY, BULAWAYO FOOTWEAR CONTINUE

[Text] Wankie Colliery was still strike-bound last night although at least 
90 clerical workers had returned to work yesterday and another 250 workers 
were expected back yesterday afternoon. 


The five-day-old strike--which affected more than 4 000 workers at its peak 
on Sunday--could have serious consequences not only for Zimbabwe but also 
for the neighbouring territories of Mozambique and Zambia as well as Zaire. 


The Minister of Labour, Mr Kambural Kangai, who was to be invited to go to 

Wankie to talk to the strikers, spent most of yesterday at a Cabinet meet- 

ing in Salisbury. On Sunday he was successful in negotiating an end to the 
strike of 9 000 workers at Hippo Valley sugar estate in the Lowveld. 


A news blackout was imposed on the strike yesterday and no official state- 
ment on the situation was issued by the colliery company, the parent organ- 
isation Anglo American Corporation, or the Ministry of Labour. 


The senior industrial relations officer at the Ministry's headquarters in 
Salisbury, Mr Ken MacFarland, said that 91 members of the clerical staff 
had returned to work. 


He said it was possible that another 250 might resume work yesterday 
afternoon, but no confirmation was available that they had returned. 


Attempts to contact the Minister of Labour and the Secretary to the Min- 
istry, Mr Malcolm Thompson, were also unsuccessful. People at the Ministry 
said Mr Kangai was at a Cabinet meeting. They had no idea whether he would 
be visiting Wankie. 


The president of the Associated Mineworkers of Zimtabwe, Mr Howard Bloom- 
field, said he was gravely concerned at the failure of Wankie Colliery 
company and Anglo American Corporation to call his union in to help settle 
the five-days-old strike at Zimbabwe's only producing coalmine. 
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Neither the National Industrial Council for the mining industry nor the 
Chamber of Mines had been called in to help, he said. 


"This is a serious matter. We can ill-afford such a long strike. Every- 
body who could have helped should have been called immediately.” 


He had personally helped settle the three previous strikes at Wankie-<in 
1954, 1964 and 1974--"and each of them was about pay.” 


lt was impossible to "barge in" to an area to which the mine manager had 
the sole right to confer admission, and in the studied absence of any re- 
quest to take a hand at solving the problem, Mr Bloomfield said, 


"Even our Wankie branch has not been put in the picture," he said. "It 
is getting late for anybody to help them. They have kept this notice 
entirely to themselves, and Anglo American must accept full responsibility." 


Mr John Armstrong, independent chairman of the NIC, said: "We have not been 
requested to come into it. 


"The constitution of the council requires that either or both parties must 
request us to come in before we do so. 





"It provides that after 72 hours of a dispute either party may resort to 

the executive committee of the NIC giving full particulars of the dispute 
and what steps have been taken to effect a settlement. Neither side has 

approached us." 


The chlef executive of the Chamber of Mines, Ken Vanderplank, said Anglo 
American was keeping the chamber fully informed of the strike position. 


"We get reports several times a day,” he said. 


"It is not necessary for us to get involved. We are an employers organisa- 
tion. We advise the employers. All we could do if we were to come in 
would be tc speak for the employers’ side. 


"There are apparently problems of communication at Wankie. This is not an 
ordinary industrial dispute. If it were a question of something concern- 

ing the industrial agreement one could deal with it. But here is a group 
of workers saying they want their wages increased from something like $2 

a day to about $16 a day. It is just crazy.”

LEGAL SYSTEM OVERHAUL--The Minister of Justice and Constitutional Affairs, 
Mr Simbi Mubako, yesterday called for an overhaul of the legal system 
inherited by Zimbabwe.

be a new partnership between lawyers and the Government, the objective being 
to promote popular justice through the law, "Now that racial equality 
before the law has been attained, the fight for social justice must continue 
so that there is not one law for the rich and another law for the poor,” 
said Mr Mubako. He suggested that lawyers should think about how they 
administer the law, about their attitudes towards the people they serve and, 
in turn, consider the attitude of people towards lawyers.

SWEDISH RESETTLEMENT DEAL--The first step towards a swedish aid programme 
for Zimbabwe was taken yesterday when a $2,5 million deal for resettlement 
was signed in Salisbury.
